IS  OUR  TITLE  GOOD? 


,At  a  largely  attended  meeting  held  at 
Greenville.  S.  C..  October  27-28.  among 
others  who  addressed  the  meeting.  Mr. 
Frank  Herndon,  a  reputable  attorney  of 
Macon.  Georgia,  spoke  as  follows: 

"I  became  interested  in  this  proposition 
when  a  woman  without  money  came  to 
my  office  and  asked  for  advice,  I  began 
work  upon  it  at  my  own  expense,  the 
more  1  worked  the  more  enthusiastic  I  be¬ 
came.  .  .

We 
can't  make  up  a  few  dollars  to  cover  of¬ 
fice  expenses  and  get  anywhere.  Title  to 
this  property  must  be  investigated,  the 
validity  of  claims  must  be  established,  and 
those  that  are  enforceable,  enforced,  and 
we  can  do  this  best  by  uniting  together.  It 
is  a  tremendous  responsibility  to  go  ahead 
and  outline  this  plan,  and  you  should  give 
the  leaders  your  unanimous  support." 


A  PROPOSITION  BY  A  WEE 
KNOWN  ATTORNEY  OF 
HIGH  REPUTATION 


During  the  week  of  October  21st.  Mr. 
Charles  F.  Hurst,  attorney,  and  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  two  consisting  of  Mr.  John  R. 
Sower  and  Mr.  R.  F.  Read,  of  the  Mid- 
West  Edwards  Heirs  Association,  made  in  " 
vestigation  in  New  York  which  caused 
them  to  decide  that  we  had  a  real  fighting 
chance  and  prompted  them  to  consult  New 
York  attorneys  on  the  basis  on  which  they 
would  represent  us.  with  the  result  that 
Mr.  George  E.  Fleming,  a  practicing  at¬ 
torney.  offers  the  following  proposition: 

"TO  THE  HEIRS  OF  THE  ESTATE 
OF  ROBERT  EDWARDS: 

"Robert  Edwards  left  no  will,  and  no 
progeny.  His  land  holdings  in  New  York 
in  Colonial  days  arc  well  known,  almost 
famous.  His  title  to  lands  which  Trinity 
Church  has  owned  or  disposed  of  in  the 
past  century,  appears  to  be  beyond  ques¬ 
tion  to  persons  who  have  inquired  into  his 
estate. 

"To  discover  the  real  title  and  assets  is 
not  a  matter  of  collection  of  papers',  tradi¬ 
tions,  letters  and  copies  of  documents,  and 
it  can  not  be  done  by  any  layman  or  by 
different  persons  working  independently. 
It  must,  if  any  progress  is  to  be  made,  be 
started  at  the  beginning  by  a  competent 
lawyer  in  whom  must  unite  all  the  follow-

ing  requisites: 

"1st.  He  must  be  a  trained  and  experi 


cnced  New  York  lawyer,  schooled  not  only 
in  the  law  and  procedure  of  New  York 
but  intuitively  experienced  in  the  matter 
of  tracing  out  facts,  matching  up  cross 
records  and  knowing  the  peculiar  history 
of  New  York  transactions. 

"2d.  He  must  be  located  in  New'  York, 


p 


w'hich  is  the  only  county  in  which  any  ac¬ 
tion  can  be  brought,  being  the  county  in 
which  the  property  lies. 

"3rd.  He  must  be  well  acquainted  with 
the  people  he  must  be  able  to  reach,  and  , 
that  entree  is  indispensable. 

"4th.  He  must  be  an  expert  genealogist. 

In  many  such  cases  it  is  not  only  the  name  \ 
but  the  identification  of  the  name  w'ith  the  ^ 
party.  This  genealogical  work  is  para¬ 
mount  and  must  be  done  perfectly,  or  the 
suit  will  be  throw-n  out  for  a  misjoinder 
of  parties  plaintiff. 
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"5th.  He  must  know'  thoroughly  the 
history  of  Old  New  York,  and  especially 
the  personal  history  of  the  families,  their 
relationships  and  connections. 

"6th.  He  must  know  thoroughly  and 
have  the  entree  to  the  more  than  a  hundred 
sources  of  colonial  documents  and  informa¬ 
tion  in  New  York  City. 

"7th.  He  must  be  permitted  to  collect, 
and  hold  for  the  purpose  of  the  case  in  a 
central  office  in  New  York,  all  the  papers, 
documents,  books,  family  Bibles,  letters 
and  all  things  bearing  on  the  case,  to  be 
returned  to  their  owners  at  the  expiration 
of  the  case. 
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"8th.  Ho  will  have  to  expend  S  1  5.000 
in  expenses  up  to  the  time  for  bringing  the 
action,  in  Europe  and  America,  exclusive 
of  payments  for  abstracts  and  surveys, 
which  payments  for  abstracts  and  surveys 
will  not  be  called  for  until  the  absolute 
right  to  recovery  has  been  established. 

"1  can  say  without  hesitancy  that  I  ful¬ 
fill  the  fir.t  six  of  these  requirements,  and 
with  the  last  tsvo.  I  can  guarantee  to  pro¬ 
duce  the  proof  if  the  fact  exists,  that  Rob¬ 
ert  Edwards'  heirs  arc  entitled  to  the  prop¬ 
erty.  I  fully  believe  they  are  and  that  it 
can  be  proven,  but  that  legal  proof  is  not 
yet  in  the  hands  of  any  man.  but  is  the 
subject  of  long,  hard  work.  An  estimate  of 
the  time  required  to  produce  the  proof  and 
prepare  it  is  about  one  year. 

"There  have  been  people  in  the  past 
who  have  lived  on  the  heirs  by  claiming  to 
be  working  for  them,  but  they  have  not 
damaged  the  case  one  particle.  No  man  has 
and  no  man  can  sell  out  the  rights  of  the 
heirs. 

"There  is  in  this  city  a  mass  of  evidence, 
documentary  and  otherwise,  on  which  can 
be  based  the  claim  that  the  suit  could  be 
won.  -  If  I  am  the  attorney.  I  can  secure 
all  these  records  and  papers. 

"There  arc  three  sources  with  which  I 
am  familiar  where  the  original  or  recorded 
documents  of  Robert  Edwards  may  lie. 
The  Colonial  New  York  records  are  not 
indexed  and  scarcely  available  but  I  have 
found  the  way  to’thcm.  and  it  means  a  te¬ 
dious  job  of  almost  endless  searching. 
There  arc  Colonial  New  York  documents 
which  were  taken  to  Engla'nd  about  1780. 
and  were  returned  to  America  through  the 
gqod  offices  of  John  Hay.  .Many  of  these 
bags  have  never  been  opened.  This  may 
entail  two  or  three  months  of  solid  work. 
There  are  also  documents  in  London  to 
which  1  have  entree  which  may  be  the 
solution  of  the  whole  title. 

"While  I  have  done  nothing  that  could 
be  called  work  in  this  case.  I  have  for  a 
^year  and  a  half  taken  much  interest  in  it 
on  account  of  my  acquaintance  with  the 
heirs,  and  I  have  a  voluminous  brief  em¬ 
bodying  all  the  law  on  Crown  Grants  in 
New  York  and  the  action  taken  upon  them 
by  the  Courts  of  New  York  for  200  years. 
This  work  will  very  much  reduce  the  time 
of  labor  in  the  case  and  will  itself  provide 
an  integral  part  of  the  Bill  in  Equity. 

"Two  things  are  necessary  to  begin,  and 
they  must  both  be  begun  by  the  lawyer- 
in-chief  who  is  the  general  in  the  case. 
First,  there  must  be  constructed  systematic¬ 
ally  a  complete  personal  history  of  Robert 
Edward; — his  parentage,  family,  birth, 
movements,  political  affiliations,  vocation, 
appointments,  acquisition  of  property, 
taxes  paid,  correspondence,  church  record, 
personal  friendships,  voyages,  residences, 
death,  together  with  a  complete  chart  of 
his  possessions  at  any  time.  Second,  and 
the  same  time,  a  complete  record  of  all  his 
heirs  with  the  documentary  certificates  of

!  all  of  them  that  will  be  accepted  as  com-  | 
j  petent  testimony  in  court. 

"To  do  these  two  things  is  my  specialty 
j  and  I  agree  to  make  the  following  con-  j 
!  tract: 

"For  $10,000  in  cash  and  the  agree-  J 
ment  to  pay  me  S5.000  more  at  any  time  j 
that  I  deem  it  necessary  to  go  to  Wales  1 
j  and  England.  I  will  at  once  proceed  to 
|  devote  my  personal  time  and  attention  to 
|  the  work  above  described,  and  from  said 
retainer  to  pay  any  and  all  expenses  except 
for  abstracts,  and  surveys,  when  1  have 
arrived  at  the  point  where  I  feel  justified 
in  commencing  all  action  which  in  my 
judgment  will  be  within  twelve  months. 

I  will  thereafter  conduct  the  case  without 
further  payment  in  cash  and  accept  1  5  per

1  925.  which  you  will  kindly'  favor  by

wards  Heirs  Bulletin  as  I  am  anxious  for  j 
every  Edwards  heir  to  read  it. 

(.Clipping  Referred  to) 

The  effort  of  several  hundred  Texans 
to  secure  possession  of  a  supposed  Edwards 
estate  in  the  city  of  New  York  came  to  an 
end  Thursday  upon  the  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  Anne  Mathews,  registrar  of  the  coun¬ 
ty  of  New  York,  addressed  to  the  Rev. 
William  A.  Edwards.  4019  Bowser  street. 
Dallas,  dated  February  1  9.  and  reading  as 
follows: 

"Your  letter  concerning  the  Robert  Ed¬ 
wards  estate  of  New  York  City  was  re¬ 
ceived.  There  is  no  such  estate  or  lease  as 
that  to  which  you  refer.  There  is  nothing 
i  in  the  real  estate  records  to  show  that  Rob¬ 
ert  Edwards  owned  any  property  in  this 
city.  or.  in  fact,  that  any  Robert  Edwards 
lived  in  the  city  at  the  time  spoken  of." 

This  letter  was  an  answer  to  an  inquiry 
sent  to  the  registrar  by  the  Rev.  William 
Edwards  after  he  had  attended  a  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  supposed  heirs  on  February  21 
in  Forth  Worth,  in  which  meeting  more 
than  500  persons  were  present  from  Il¬ 
linois.  Oklahoma.  Louisiana.  Arkansas  and 


Texas.  These  were  addressed  by  two  Tex¬ 
as  lawyers  who  counseled  against  proceed¬ 
ing  with  the  effort.  The  supposed  heirs. 
!  believing  that  there  was  an  estate  belonging 
to  them,  had  contributed  sums  ranging 
from  S10  to  $20  each  to  the  association 
formed_to  recover  the  alleged  estate,  says 
that  the  letter  from  the  registrar  ends  the 
quest. 

The  following  is  my  comment  on  the 
article: 

The  above  item  as  it  appeared  in  the 
Dallas  News,  to  me  is  ludicrous.  I  am 
sure  the  heirs  can  read  between  the  lines. 
In  the  article  the  Reverend  William  A.  Ed- 
i  wards,  of  Dallas,  says  the  receipt  of  his 
letter  from  the  Registrar  of  the  Courts  of 
New  York  ends  the  quest. 

Fortunately,  notwithstanding  Reverend 
Edwards  and  the  Registrar,  the  quest  is 
not  ended  and  will  not  be  ended  until  we 
j  collect  our  claim  or  be  able  to  show  the 
I  heirs  that  it  can  not  be  collected,  with 
reasons  why  it  can  not  be. 

I  wish  to  say  that  the  party  who  searched 
the  records  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  years 
past  for  the  Rev.  Edwards  and  answered 
him  within  five  days  had  some  speed — as 
expert  record  men  have  told  me  that  it 
was  a  good  twelve  months'  hard  work,  as 
the  Colonial  records  arc  not  indexed  and 
have  to  be  taken  sheet  by  sheet.  It  is 
therefore  in  order  to  compliment  the  speed 
of  the  worker  engaged  by  the  Reverend 
Edwards  and  to  excuse  the  inaccuracy,  as 
four  of  the  five  days  must  have  been  con¬ 
sumed  in  the  mails. — leaving  but  one  day 
to  search  records  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
years. 

The  Reverend  also  speaks  of  two  Texas 
lawyers  being  at  the  Ft.  Worth  organiza? 
tion  meeting  and  counselling  against  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  the  effart  to  organize.  The 
writer  was  there  personally  and  witnessed 
the  proceedings  and  will  say  the  play  was 
well  timed  and  planned  for  the  mysterious 
man  in  the  rear  of  the  hall,  that  had  to 
be  coaxed  to  come  forward  and  read  his 
epistle,  which  after  being  read,  did  not  per¬ 
tain  to  the  case  we  arc  interested  in  at  ail. 

Lawyers  usually  get  well  paid  for  their 
services  to  come  and  give  their  counsel. 

’  therefore.  I  fail  to  see  how  they  could  af¬ 
ford  to  employ  their  valuable  time  and 
money  to  come  to  Ft.  Worth  to  counsel 
the  Edwards  heirs  when  not  employed  to 
do  so  by  them,  at  least  not  to  my  knowl¬ 
edge  and  I  should  know  of  it  had  we  em¬ 
ployed  them.  Who  is  paying  these  Texas 
lawyers  for  their  unsolicited  advice  at  our 
organization  meetings' 

Perhaps  they  are  just  good  fellows. 
However,  this  is  not  the  first  time  we  have 
had  good  fellows  (lawyers)  at  our  or¬ 
ganization  meetings. 

I  wish  to  ask  the  Reverend  Edwards 
who  said  Robert  Edwards,  or  for  that 
matter  any  other  Edwards,  lived  in  New 
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York  If  the  Reverend  Edwards  will  lake 
time  to  look  into  the  records  of  the  Har¬ 
bors  of  that  early  date,  he  will  read  that 
a  man  by  the  name  of  Robert  Edwards 
made  sailings  from  these  ports  every  once 
in  awhile  and  he  will  also  find  in  the 
records  of  those  early  days  that  Robert 
Edwards  did  administer  on  an  estate  in 
those  days. 

We  have  all  kinds  of  evidence  that  the 
Edwards  Estate  in  New  York  City  is  a 
reality  and  only  recently  at  a  meeting  in 
l.ouisvillc,  Kentucky.  Clerk  Goodman  of 
the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  of  Ken¬ 
tucky.  volunteered  the  information  that  in 
searching  the  records  in  New  York  during 
the  past  summer  on  another  matter,  he 
found  that  up  to  1845  titles  in  New  York 
City  were  executed  and  recorded — "subject 
to  the  lease  of  one  Robert  Edwards."  and 
up  to  the  present  time  titles  in  fee  simple 
are  not  given  in  transfer  of  property 
claimed  under  the  lease  but  "guarantee  of 
titles”  are  given  only. 

I  wish  to  say  in  conclusion  that  with 
the  united  effort  of  all  of  the  heirs  we  arc 
going  to  get  what  we  believe  rightfully 
belongs  to  us  or  to  be  able  to  know  why 
we  cannot  get  it.  Therefore,  do  not  be  dis¬ 
couraged  by  legal  advice  that  we  do  not 
solicit  and  have  not  employed.

NEW  COUNCILS 
Wichita.  Kans. 


At  Wichita  we  learned  that  the  meeting 
for  organization  of  a  council  was  widely 
advertised  for  a  week  before  our  arrival 
and  upon  arrival  we  learned  from  Mr.  C. 
F.  Moran,  the  president,  and  Sirs.  George

Ft.  Worth,  Texas 


Upon  arrival  at  Fort  Worth.  Texas,  we 
found  a  large  gathering  of  heirs  at  the 
Firs;  Methodist  Church  and  as  a  result  of 
the  public. ty  given  the  intended  organiza¬ 
tion  of  a  local  council,  opposition  was 
there  good  and  strong. 

Two  attorneys  were  present  assuring  the  | 
people  that  they  were  there  through  a 
kindly  interest  and  talked  from  all  four 
points  of  the  compass  against  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  a  council  in  Texas  and  matters 
were  so  beautifully  arranged  that  they  had 
a  local  attorney  suddenly  appear  as  though 
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dropped  from  the  skies  with  the  record  of 
the  suit  filed  in  New  York  about  a  month 
ago  and  who  advised  strongly  against  or¬ 
ganization.  stating  that  his  information 
prompted  him  to  state  there  was  "nothing 
to  it." 

The  attorneys  were  augmented  by  a 
I  group  that  tried  to  take  possession  of  the 
meeting  and  who  fought  organization  all 
the  way  through. 

Wasn't  it  strange  that  the  attorney  that 
had  the  data  ot  the  New  York  case  should 
"happen”  to  have  it  right  there’  Docs  it 
not  appear  to  you.  dear  reader,  that  it 
looks  as  though  it  was  a  carefully  prepared 
effort  to  discourage  the  heirs.’ 

However,  the  efforts  and  arguments  of 
Mr.  John  H.  Edwards  and  Mr.  F.  ELvood 
Leonard  were  crowned  with  glorious  suc¬ 
cess  and  is  best  told  by  the  following  ar¬ 
ticle  which  appeared  in  the  Star  Telegram 
of  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  the  following  day. 
February  22nd: 

Edn'ards  Heirs  Form  Stare  Assn. 

"About  400  persons  from  many  parts 
of  Texas  met  Saturday  at  First  Methodist 
Church  in  answer  to  a  called  meeting  of  all 
heirs  or  descendants  of  Thomas  and  Robert 
Edwards,  the  title  to  which  estates  in  New 
York  City  and  other  Northern  cities  has 
never  been  proven,  although  the  object  of 
many  suits  in  court. 

The  result  of  the  local  meeting  was  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  Texas  State  Council  of 
the  Mid-West  Edwards  Heirs  Association. 
.Incorporated.  Officers  were  elected.

The  executive  council  includes  the  of¬ 
ficers  and  the  following:  Mrs.  Anna  P.

declaration  that.  "There  will  be  no  more 
issues  of  Edwards  Heirs."  Upon  receipt 
of  this  copy  of  "Edwards  Heirs"  you  will

Gentlemen  : 

The  writer  has  just  received  by  today’s 
mail  a  two-page  letter  from  Geo.  E.  Flem¬ 
ing.  516  Fifth  Avenue.  New  York  City, 
enclosing  a  contract  of  retainer  and  agree¬ 
ment  for  a  down  fee  payment  of  S25.00 
and  3  3VS9c  of  the  recovery  of  any  prop¬ 
erty  whatsoever  as  and  when  received. 

This  proposition  is  somewhat  different 
than  outlined  in  "Edwards  Heirs”  of  Jan¬ 
uary.

First — By  the  execution  of  such  a  con¬ 
tract  the  individuals  give  their  absolute 
power  of  attorney  to  Mr.  Fleming  as  well 
as  their  money. 

Second — 1  believe  this  proposition  too 
large  to  entrust  to  any  one  man  single- 
handed.  and  in  my  estimation  must  be 
carried  on  through  "Council  of  war.  who 
arc  known,  loyal  and  directly  interested 
parties.” 


Third — The  percentage  asked  upon  an 
estate  of  this  siz.c  is  exhorbitant.  as  you 
will  appreciate  that  one-third  of  the  esti¬ 
mated  value  of  the  property  is  equivalent 
to  that  of  some  of  the  richest  men  in  the 
country. 

Fourth— IT  IS  EVIDENT  THAT 
FLEMING  IS  WORKING  FOR  THE 
SOLE  PURPOSE  Oi-  MONEY  AND  IS 
ENDEAVORING  -TO  CAPITALIZE 
UPON  HIS  KNOWLEDGE  OF  AF¬ 
FAIRS  WITHOUT  GIVING  ANY  AS¬ 
SURANCE  THAT  THE  WORK  WILL 
BE  CARRIED  ON  NOW  OR  AT  ANY 
OTHER  TIME. 

Fifth — I  believe  the  action  should  be 
considered  in  our  various  organizations  and 
Fleming  or  any  attorney  or  attorneys 
should  work  with  them  and  at  their  dis¬ 
cretion  and  be  absolutely  under  their  au¬ 
thorized  actions  and  not  upon  any  one  in¬ 
dividual. 

I  have  not  replied  to  Mr.  Fleming's  let¬ 
ter  but  await  your  advice  regarding  same.

“AS  WE  ALL  KNOW” 

As  we  all  know,  during  the  long  past, 
at  certain  intervals,  the  matter  of  the  Ed¬ 
wards  Estate  of  New  York  City  has  been 
agitated  from  time  to  time,  always  with 
the  hopes  of  the  heirs  gaining  possession 
of  the  Edwards  property,  which  they 
know  should  have  reverted  to  them  at  the 
expiration  of  the  9  9  year  lease  or  leases. 

In  the  past  when  these  efforts  were  made 
to  rcg.vn  this  property  it  seems  that  there 
were  always  some,  as  there  is  today,  who 
would  not  co-operate  with  those  who 
really  were  giving  their  time  as  well  as 
money,  trying  to  mass  the  heirs  into  one 
large  body  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
the  work  in  a  manner  that  would  mean 
success.  And  so.  the  failure  of  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  proper  organization  always 
caused  a  failure  of  the  work,  and  up  to 
this  day  the  heirs  have  not  succeeded  in 
getting  possession  of  the  said  estate. 

Some  twelve  or  fifteen  years  possibly 
elapsed  of  inactivities  of  the  heirs  and  so 
in  1923  the  matter  came  up  again  and  the 
present  day  agitation  is  the  result. 

This  present  agitation.  I  believe,  began 
in  Ohio  and  the  surrounding  states  and 
the  result  was  the  formation  or  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  now  known  "Mid-West  Ed¬ 
wards  Heirs  Association.  Inc. 

So  far  as  I  can  learn,  nothing  whatever- 
was  known  among  the  heirs  in  the  South 
of  this  present  agitation  and  so  after  cor- 
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responding  with  one  of  the  officers  of  the 
Mid- West  body  I  was  informed  of  their 
pljns.  etc  .  and  what  their  membership  tee 
was  to  join  said  organization. 

I  thought  over  the  matter  and  decided 
that  since  there  were  many  fid  wards  des¬ 
cendants  scattered  through  the  South  and 
who  might  be  just  as  interested  in  the 
work  as  myself.  I  concluded  to  call  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  Edwards  heirs,  tell  them  of  the 
plans  of  the  Mid-West  organization  and 
thereby  give  them  the  same  opportunity 
as  I  had.  of  becoming  a  member  of  said 
organization.  ■  . 

This  meeting  was  called  in  October. 
1923.  with  some  150  or  more  persons 
present.  •  Wg  decided  then  to  organize  for 
the  purpose  of  enlisting  the  interest  of  all 
heirs  to  see  what  could  be  done  about  the 
matter  and  so  we  became  known  as  the 
Georgia  Edwards  Heirs  Association  with 
the  following  officers:  Mrs.  John  Edwards 
Dance  of  Atlanta,  president;  Dr.  T.  B. 
Rice,  of  Greensboro.  Georgia,  vice-presi¬ 
dent:  Mrs.  Nellie  Nix  Edwards,  of  At¬ 
lanta.  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  Mrs. 
Otis  Poundstone.  Atlanta,  assistant  secre¬ 
tary. 

We  decided  on  a  very  small  fee  just  to 
pay  the  necessary  postage  and  other  small 
expenses  in  establishing  the  interest  and 
work,  and  agreeing  to  co-operate  with 
those  who  were  carrying  on  in  the  same 
work.  And  so  it  was  that  1  brought  the 
message  of  the  present  day -activities  to  the 
heirs  in  the  South.  Since  that  time  of  the 
organization  of  the  Georgia  Association 
there  has  been  many  similar  organizations 
developed  all  over  the  South  and  far  West. 

So  far  as  I  can  learn,  the  Mid-West  Ed¬ 
wards  Heirs  Association  was  the  very  first 
body  to  become  incorporated  and  in  my 
opinion  is  the  only  organization  that  has 
any  sane  business  plans  for  the  carrying  on 
of  this  great  task  and  I  do  not  believe  that 
the  heirs  will  ever  accomplish  what  they 
have  started  along  this  line,  until  each  and 
every  one  is  enrolled  as  members  in  one 
large  national  organization,  the  like-  of 
which  is  planned  by  the  Mid-West  Ed¬ 
wards  Heirs  Association.  Inc. 

I  have  given  practically  every  moment  of 
my  time,  as  well  as  much  money  for  nearly 
two  years,  to  this  work  and  have  learned 
much  of  interest  regarding  it  and  each  day 
I  am  more  fully  convinced  that  we  must 
have  hearty  co-operation  and  a  thoroughly 
organized  body  before  we  will  ever  ac¬ 
complish  anything.  This  is  a  “great  big 
job  and  so  I  implore  that  each  and  every 
one  interested  give  their  support  financially 
and  hearty  co-operation  in  building  a  na¬ 
tional  organization  of  the  Mid-West  body. 

I  am  just  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  one 
of  our  members  who  is  in  Florida  and  he 
makes  this  statement:  "I  believe  that  this 
estate  matter  will  come  to  a  settlement  in 
the  future  but  when  it  does  come  to  a 
final  settlement,  I  believe  it  will  come 
through  the  Mid-West  Association’s  en¬ 
gineering.  I  am  glad  to  note  that  Mr. 
Leonard  and  Mr.  John  Edwards  are  plac- 
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ing  charters  in  many  states  and  hope  the 
time  will  soon  come  when  they  will  be 
scattered  all  over  the  country.  I  am  en¬ 
closing  my  check  for  SI  0.00  to  cover  my 
fee  as  a  member  of  the  Atlanta  Council  of 
the  Mid-West  Edwards  Heirs  Association, 
Inc.,  and  wish  to  assure  you  of  my  hearty 
co-operation  in  every  way.” 

The  above  party  has  attended  many 
meetings  of  various  organizations  and  you 
can  see  bow  he  feels  by  the  above  state¬ 
ment. 

I  .have  the  assurance  of  many  heirs,  and 
members  of  this  Council-  that  they  feel  the 
same  way  about  this  matter. 

Again.  I. wish  to  urge  that  all  those  who 
arc  interested  and  want  this  work  carried 
on  to  a  successful  finish  give  their  support 
and  co-operation  as  quickly  as  possible 
that  we  may  be  victorious.

Mr.  J.  H.  Edwards,  committeeman,  se¬ 
lected  by  the  Mid-West  Edwards  Heirs  to 
represent  that  organization  of  1.000  mem¬ 
bers — making,  a  total  of  members  repre¬ 
sented  of  over  3.000. 

The  first  order  of  business  was  the  se¬ 
lection  of  an  attorney  or  attorneys  to  rep¬ 
resent  us.  after  a  discussion  on  this  point, 
in  view’  of  the  splendid  progress  made  by 
Mr.  Joe!  F.  Webb  of  Birmingham  and  the 
committee  on  their  recent  visit  to  New' 
York,  in  behalf  of  the  Edwards  Estate  and 
the  liberal  proposition  made  by  Mr.  Webb, 
it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  select  Mr. 
Webb  as  our  attorney. 

Mr.  Webb  is  an  heir,  a  splendid  lawyer 
and  a  man  of  unquestioned  character,  the 
affairs  of  the  Edwards  Heirs  can  safely  be 
entrusted  to  his  handling. 

Mr.  Webb  agrees  to  hire  an  able  firm  of 
New  York  attorneys  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Webb’s  proposition  was  that  each 
organization  pay  to  him  and  his  assistants 
a  per  capita  fee  of  five  dollars,  this  to 
create  a  legal  fund  for  legal  action.  Mr. 
Webb  and  his  assistants  to  receive  a  fee  of 
fifteen  per  cent  of  all  moneys  collected, 
either  by  suit  or  compromise. 

The  committee  selected  by  the  different 
organizations  arc  to  be  present  and  with 
these  attorneys  at  all  meetings  and  con¬ 
ferences  pertaining  to  the  Edwards  Heirs 
Estate. 

We  have  a  charity  list  for  members  who 
absolutely  and  positively  cannot  pay  their 
membership  and  assessment  fee  and  they 
will  be  represented  by  our  attorneys:  those 
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who  on  hut  do  not  pay  will  not  be  rep¬ 
resented  by  our  attorneys,  and  in  case  of 
compromise  will  be  left  entirels'  our  of 
settlement. 

The  above  being  the  details  of  our  plan 
of  co-operation  and  united  effort  is  plain 
and  distinct. 

This  specific  plan  was  voted  upon  by 
the  council  and  carried  unanimously,  which 
closes  the  matter  as  to  our  plan  of  pro¬ 
cedure.  however.  I  regret  to  say  that  I 
have  in  the  past  week  received  a  letter  or 
two  from  the  vicinity  of  Indianapolis  from 
parties  who  do  not  seem  to  realize  this  and 
from  the  tone  of  their  letter  are  evidently 
in  favor  of  entertaining  and  even  entering 
into  other  plans,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  tlwy  were  present  and  voted  unani¬ 
mously  to  adopt  the  plan  we  have. 

I;or  the  benefit  of  those  misguided  folks 
who  are  always  thinking  up  plans  of  pro¬ 
cedure  I  want  to  say  that  there  is  no  ob¬ 
jection.  on  my  part  or  on  that  of  any  one 
Irom  pursuing  his  individual  taste  in  that 
matter  but  our  organization  has  gone  on 
record  as  to  the  plan  of  procedure  and  that 
matter  is  closed. 

I  hope  that  every  one  in  this  alliance 
fully  understands  and  that  they  will  lend 
their  individual  and  united  effort  to  bring 
this  matter  to  an  early  adjustment.

elderly  attorney  in  New  York  City,  who 
was  said  to  have  run  upon  the  Robert  Ed¬ 
wards  papers  while  searching  for  matters 
relating  to  Trinitv  Church,  and  who  went 
so  far  as  to  take  a  certified  copy  of  the 
lease,  thinking  that  someday  something 
might  come  of  it. 

Our  interview  was  private,  and  lasted 
the  best  part  of  one  day.  During  that  in¬ 
terview  he  gave  us.  in  confidence,  all  the 
facts  that  he  possessed,  except  one  concern¬ 
ing  the  lease.  To  obtain  these  facts,  we 
pledged  our  personal  and  professional  hon¬ 
or.  that  we  would  not  divulge  or  use  the 
information,  unless  the  retainer  he  de¬ 
mands  should  be  raised.  That  retainer  is 
SI  0.000. 

On  returning  to  Syracuse  we  came  to 
the  conclusion,  we  could  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  statement  to  the  heirs  without  violat¬ 
ing  our  pledges  or  his  confidence.  He  told 
us: 

1st.  Where  the  deed  or  patent  to  Rob¬ 
ert  Edwards  was  recorded  (for  he  saw  it 
in  1874).  and  where  it  could  be  found 
now;  that  it  covered  62  acres,  dated  in 
1772-3. 

2nd.  That  Robert  Edwards  was  a  sea¬ 
faring  man. 

3rd.  That  during  the  Revolution,  and 
in  1778.  Robert  Edw'ards  leased  the  62 
acres  to  two  men  (brothers),  and  gave  us 
their  names:  that  their  descendants  still 
live  in  New  York,  and  he  knows  at  least 
one  of  them.

It  may  not  be  out  of  order  to  re- publish 
the  following  circular  letter  which  was  is¬ 
sued  to  members  of  the  Edwards  family 
in  the  year  1893  as  showing  what  was 
known  about  the  matter  at  that  time: 

To  the  Heirs  and  Claimants  of  Robert 

Edwards  Estate": 

Eor  some  years  the  undersigned  have 
been  engaged  in  inquiries  concerning  the 
Robert  Edwards  Estate.  Claimants  have 
arisen  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States. 
Canada,  and  elsewhere:  but  the  estate  it¬ 
self  has  not  been  located.  All  believe  that 
Robert  Edwards  held  title  to  real  estate  in 
what  is  now  the  City  of  New  York,  that 
he  leased  it  for  ninety-nine  (99)  years, 
that  said  lease  has  expired,  that  said  es¬ 
tate  is  now  of  immense  value,  and  that  his 
descendants,  or  next  of  kin.  arc  entitled 
to  it.  This  is  undoubtedly  true,  if  the 
estate  could  be  found. 

Eor  the  last  two  years,  the  undersigned 
have  followed  up  several  persons  (heirs), 
who  claim  to  know  where  the  title  deeds 
or  patents  of  Robert  Edwards  are;  also  the 
lease  and  all  other  papers  and  records  nec¬ 
essary  to  establish  and  locate  the  estate. 
But  the  claims  of  these  people  have  failed 
to  materialize:  and  the  statements  of  some 
have  been  so  extravagant,  we  have  been 
impressed  irrcsistably  that  they  were  little 
less  than  monomaniacs  on  the  subject.

That  if  retained,  and  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  arrangement  made  for  a  contingent 
compensation,  he  can.  in  a  reasonably  short 
space  of  time,  possess  himself  of  all  the 
foregoing  papers,  and  search  this  tract  into 
the  hands  of  its  present  pretended  ow'ners 
and  occupants:  but  will  have  nothing  to 
do  with  the  genealogical  question;  can  also 
obtain  the  old  and  modern  maps  thereof. 

10th.  He  gave  us  his  legal  opinion  as 
to  the  sufficiency  of  these  papers  to  found 
a  claim  upon:  that  he  never  had  a  doubt 
of  it.  but  always  thought  the  troublesome 
question  to  be  heirship. 

11th.  That  others  must  attend  to  the 
genealogy  and  proof  of  heirship.

will,  so  far  as  he  ever  found  out  but  the 
estate  belongs  to  all  the  heirs,  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  their  nearness  of  relationship  to 
Robert. 

1  3th.  That  the  present  pretended  own¬ 
ers  arc  fully  aware  of  the  condition  of 
their  titles,  and  hope  to  thwart  the  efforts 
of  the  heirs  until  their  claims  are  barred 
by  the  statute  of  limitations.  This  hap¬ 
pens  in  twenty  years  after  the  expiration 
of  the  lease. 

14th.  That  he  will  deal  only  with  the 
undersigned:  and  when  we  report  that  the 
retainer  is  in  hand,  he  will  proceed  without 
delay  to  place  in  our  possession  the  neces¬ 
sary  papers,  maps,  records  and  searches  to 
start  suit  in  equity,  and  will  join  with  us 
in  the  prosecution  of  it.  or  in  obtaining  a 
prompt  compromise. 

1  5th.  That  the  retainer  may  remain  in 
our  hands  until  the  above  papers  arc  pro¬ 
cured.  except  what  may  be  necessary  for 
expenses  and  reasonable  per  diem  in  so 
doing. 

Thus  much  wc  think  we  can  say.  and 
the  claimants  ought  to  know.  There  is 
no  use  trying  to  do  this  business  by  piece¬ 
meal  any  longer.  The  heirs  should  raise 
enough  money  to  do  thorough  work,  or 
else  forever  drop  it.  Tho*»  interested  in 
the  estate  are  the  ones  to  raise  the  money 
for  no  one  else  will.  Small  amounts  and 
short  trips  have  accomplished  nothing,  and 
never  will.  What,  then  do  we  advise? 

1st.  That  the  retainer  of  SI  0.000  be 
raised  without  delay  and  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  undersigned,  to  be  used  as 
above  stated.  Unless  this  is  done,  the  mat¬ 
ter.  so  far  as  wc  arc  concerned,  drops. 

2nd.  Wc  further  advise  that  an  addi¬ 
tional  SI  0.000  be  raised  for  the  under¬ 
signed  attorneys,  to  enable  them  to  devote 
at  least  one  full  year  unreservedly  to  the 
prosecution  of  this  business;  at  the  end  of 
which  time  we  should  expect  to  have  all 
necessary  papers  in  hand,  all  necessary  lis 
pendens  filed,  all  necessary'  suits  com¬ 
menced.  or  a  just  and  favorable  compro¬ 
mise  under  way.  if  not  completed.  The 
heirs  should  not  expect  attorneys  to  give 
their  time  and  pay  expenses  and  disburse¬ 
ments  on  a  contingent  fee  alone.  This  has 
not  and  will  not  accomplish  anything. 
Correct  business  principles  should  lac  ap¬ 
plied  to  this  case.  If  the  heirs  want  this 
estate,  they  should  set  their  attorneys  to 
work  and  furnish  them  with  the  "sinews 
of  war"  to  meet  any  emergency  that  may 
unexpectedly  arise,  and  to  enable  them  to 
continue  their  effort  to  results. 

All  arc  heirs  who  can  trace  their  descent 
from  either  of  the  brothers  or  sisters  of 
Robert:  each  line  being  entitled  to  one 
share  of  the  entire  estate:  and  the  share 
of  each  individual  or  family  depends  upon 
their  generation  or  distance  from  the  com¬ 
mon  ancestor. 

We  advise  prompt  action  in  this  mat¬ 
ter.  Means  may  be  sent  to  cither  of  the 
undersigned,  as  we  act  together. 

We  further  advise  that  if  any  person 
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contribute  to  this  fund  who  shall  fail  af- 
_  terw  ards  to  establish  their  heirship,  ar¬ 
rangements  will  be  made  to  refund  their 
money  with  interest,  on  the  recovery  of 
the  estate.

THE  EDWARDS  ESTATE 

As  announced  in  the  February  number 
of  this  journal  one  Samuel  G.  Litwin.  an 
attorney  of  this  city,  filed  suit  on  January 
26  last  in  the  Federal  District  Court 
against  the  Trinity  Corporation,  on  behalf 
of  Arthur  J.  Edwards  of  Guilford  County. 
N.  C..  »nd  Wesley  J.  Edwards,  of  Los 
Angeles.  California,  as  plaintiffs. 

On  March  3  last  Mr.  Litwin  appeared 
before  Judge  Knoy  in  the  same  court  and 
requested  that  thijAuit  be  dismissed  on  the 
ground  that  the  plaintiffs-  had  failed  to 
pay  him  anv  retainer,  nor  delivered  to  him 
original  deeds  and  records  as  promised,  nor 
was  his  subpoena  servers  now  able  to  lo¬ 
cate  either  of  them.  The  case  was  imme¬ 
diately  dismissed.  Mr.  Litwin.  in  our 
op-inion.  may  have  had  other  reasons  for 
such  action,  perhaps  a  fear  of  disbarment 
proceedings,  but  why  any  reputable  attor¬ 
ney  should  con.cnt  to  file  so  important  a 
suit  without  hav.ng  in  his  possession  the 
uocur..cntary  cv.dcnce  which  would  war¬ 
rant  such  a  proceeding,  and  this  even  with¬ 
out  the  payment  of  a  retainer  as  a  guaranty' 
of  good  faith,  is  beyond  the  conjecture  of 
many  able  attorneys  in  this  city. 

The  sudden  disappearance  of  the  two 
plaintiffs  after  authorizing  the  filing  of 
the  suit,  and  failure  to  provide  their  at¬ 
torney  with  the  required  evidence,  has 
caused  many  interested  in  the  outcome  to 
write  us  suggesting  that  perhaps  a  com¬ 
promise  had  been  effected  and  that  the 
plaintiffs  had  departed  for  home  consider¬ 
ably  richer  than  when  they  arrived  here. 
We  think  otherwise.  There  is  no  reason 
why  the  Trinity  officials  should  compro¬ 
mise  when  no  evidence  was  produced  that 
would  warrant  it.  and  Trinity  is  not  noted 
for  being  an  easy  mark:  whether  or  not  the. 
plaintiffs  were  in  actual  possession  of  or¬ 
iginal  deeds,  leases,  etc.,  is  merely  a  matter 
of  conjecture,  but  a  good  guess  would  be 
that  they  were  not. 

Joel  F.  Webb,  an  attorney  with  offices 
in  the  First  National  Bank  Building.  Bir¬ 
mingham.  Alabama,  has  been  retained  by 
some  5.000  claimants  to  press  their  claims 
and  is  expected  to  visit  this  city  shortly 
for  that  purpose  as  a  result  of  a  conference 
held  in  Birmingham  on  April  18th.

Hayden  Edwards  was  a 
merchant  and  lawyer,  and  he  served  sev¬ 
eral  times  in  the  Virginia  legislature,  and 
filled  many  official  positions  with  ability. 
He  removed  from  Virginia  to  Kentucky 
about  the  year  1  800. 

Hayden  Edwards  married  a  Miss  Pen¬ 
elope  Sanford,  who  emigrated  from  Eng¬ 
land  to  America  before  the  Revolutionary 
War.  with  a  brother  and  some  other  young 
men.  Mrs.  Penelope  Edwards  being  the 
only  lady  on  board  the  vessel.  The  broth¬ 
er  settled  in  one  of  the  Northern  states. 
Hayden  and  Penelope  settled  in  Virginia. 
Their  children  were  as  follows:  Benjamin, 
the  eldest  and  a  prominent  man.  married 
a  lady  of  Maryland:  one  son:  John,  was  a 
member  of  Congress.'  one  son.

Benjamin.  son  of  1  lay  den  Edwards,  was 
born  in  1752.  and  died  in  1826.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Margaret  Beall,  of  Montgomery  Coun¬ 
tv.  Maryland.  He  was  a  me  giber  of  ibe 
state  convention,  of  . Maryland,  that  rati¬ 
fied  the  Federal  Constitution  and  a  mcm- 
Ivr  of  'the.  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
and  a  member  of  the  first  Congress.  The 
Hon.  Wm  Wirt,  tvas  a  member  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Edwards'  family.  He  was  received 
into  the  family  of  Mr.  Edwards  at  the  age 
of  fifteen,  nominally  as  a  private  tutor  for 
his  son.  This  arrangement  was  an  act  of 
kindness  and  beneficence  on  the  part  of 
Mr.  Edwards  to  aid  Mr.  Wirt  in  his  edu¬ 
cation  w  thoui  the  restraint  that  charity 
imposes. 

SANFORD  EDWARDS 


Sanford  Edward;,  another  son  of  Hay¬ 
den  Edwards,  was  surgeon  general  Sn  Gen. 
Marion's  army.  Dr.  Berwick,  one  of  the 
ablest  and  most  distinguished  French  sur¬ 
geons.  justly  sa  d  of  hint  "Had  Edwards 
lived  in  France  he  would  have  been  elected 
a  member  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Sur¬ 
gery.  received  from  the  King  the  Cross  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  obtained  from 
the  government  a  magnificent  reward  as 
an  acknowledgment  of  the  services  he 
rendered  'nis  country,  his  profession  and 
his  fellow  creatures."  His  professional 
history  is  that  of  the  greatest  advance  in 
surgical  science  of  modern  times.  With  a 
broad  and  elevated  mind,  and  a  heart  gen¬ 
tle  and  tender  as  that  of  a  woman,  he  was 
not  afraid  of  the  sight  of  blood:  pre-em¬ 
inently  bold,  his  exceptional  skill  was 
aided  by  an  unfailing  nerve.  He  was  no 
mere  money  grubber,  careless  as  to  pe¬ 
cuniary  rewards:  for  the  poor  he  had  a  , 
kindness  and  a  charity  that  was  incx-  , 
haustablc.  He  was  born  in  1742.  and  died 
in  1815. 


JOHN  EDWARDS 


John  Edwards,  another  son  or  Hayden 
Edwards,  was  a  member  of  the  state  con¬ 
vention  of  Virginia  which  ratified  the 
Federal  Constitution,  and  was  one  of  the 
first  two  senators  from  Kentucky.

Mr.  Hill  was  born  in  Virginia,  in  Grav- 
son  county  (now  Carroll  county)  in  the 
year  1826.  He  is  the  son  of  Sallie  Ed¬ 
wards  Hill,  daughter  of  Henry  Edwards, 
who  was  a  son  of  Isaac  Edwards.

Is  a  son  of  Nat  lien  Edwards,  who  was 
born  in  Chester  County.  Pennsylvania,  in 
1800.  N'athen  Edwards  had  an  aunt  named 
Ruth  Edwards,  who  nursed  him  from  a 
baby.  His  mother  died  leaving  him  very 
young.  Mr.  Edwards,  his  father  always 
said,  that  "if  he  lived  long  enough,  he 
would  inherit  a  large  estate  from  Robert 
Edwards.” 

His  aunt.  Ruth  Edwards,  lived  in  New 
York  in  early  days.  There  is  a  building  on 
the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Pearl  streets, 
that  belonged  to  her.  as  she  did  not  sell 
it  nor  transfer  it  in  any  way. 

Mr.  James  Edwards,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  lived  in  New'  York  about  ten  years.

He  surrendered  the  ninth  day  of 
April.  1  865. 

After  that  he  returned  to  Alabama  where 
he  has  remained.

Mr.  Edwards  is  a  typical  farmer,  hav-' 
ing  always  devoted  his  time  to  farming 
since  he  was  old  enough  to  work. 

At  the  age  of  thirty-nine,  he  married 
and  was  blessed  with  five  daughters.

Edwards. 

Mr.  Aaron  M.  Edwards,  father  of  W. 
S.  Edwards,  married  Eliza  Jane  Crutch¬ 
field.  February  16.  1847.- 

There  were  four  children  born  to  them 
as  follows:  Mattie  M.  Edwards,  born  May 
18,  1848:  she  married  J.  C.  Ester.  Feb¬ 
ruary.  1867.  and  died  March  20.  1895. 

James  H.  Edwards  was  born  July  21, 
1849:  and  married  three  times. 

His  first  wife  was  Miss  Vernon,  sec¬ 
ond.  Mrs.  Boicc.  and  his  third  wife  was 
Mrs.  Vincon. 

W.  S.  Edwards,  (the  subject  of  this 
sketch)  was  born  June  17.  1851.  He  was 
married  to  Miss  Adelia  D.  Blackmon,  of 
Blc.ckmonton.

C.  H.  Edwards  was  born  February  9.

North  Carolina  and  remained  quite  a 
while.  He  started  back  to  his  ship,  and 
was  not  heard  from  again. 


JOSEPH  F.  EDWARDS 
Of  Austin,  Texas 


Is  the  only  son  of  Wm,  L.  Edwards, 
and  was  born  in  Birdvillc.  Torront  Co., 
Texas,  February  1.  1861.  His  father  was 
killed  in  Virginia  in  the  Confederate  ser¬ 
vice.  His  grandfather.  Joseph  Edwards, 
who  at  one  time  lived  in  Obein  County. 
Tennessee,  had  two  brothers.  Elias  and 
Elisha  Edwards,  and  two  sisters.  Charlotte 
and  Nancy  Edwards.  (And  he  thinks  one 
brother,  named  John  Edwards,  is  now 
living  in  Alabama.)  Joseph  F.  Edwards 
was  raised  in  Belton.  Texas.  He  is  what 
might  be  called  a  self-made  man.  having 
made  his  own  way  in  the  world.

Edwards,  was  born  near  Grecnsburg.  South 
Carolina,  in  the  year  1774.  She  married 
John  Jones,  of  Kentucky.  To  her  was 
born  three  children.  Simeon.  Thomas  and 
Matilda.  She  died  in  Shelby  County.  Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Thomas  Jones  was  married  to  Nancy 
Clarkson,  in  Shelby  County.  Kentucky. 
To  him  was  bom  five  sons  and  three 
daughters:  they  were  William.  Elijah. 
Louisa.  Thomas.  John.  Drucella.  Annie 
and  Alrisham. 

Louisa  Jones  was  married  to  William 
H.  Walker  of  Kentucky:  grandson  of  Dr. 
Thomas  Walker,  who  came  to  Kentucky  in 
company  with  Daniel  Boone,  and  was 
murdered  by  the  Indians.

William  H.  Edwards  was  born  in  El¬ 
bert  County.

He  was  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Ordinary 
for  a  number  of  years:  and  died  about 
1878.  He  left  twelve  children.  Sarah. 
Mary.  Elizabeth.  Catherine.  Louisa.  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Parks,  by  his  first  marriage,  and 
George  C..  Laura.  Jennie.  Emory.  Ora  and 
Jane. 

Sarah  Mary.  Louisa.  Laura  and  Em¬ 
ory  are  dead.

REV.  JESSE  EDWARDS 
Ottumwa,  Iowa 

Mr.  Edwards  was  born  in  Adair  Coun¬ 
ty.  Kentucky,  on  January  19,  1821.  He 
is  the  son  of  Aaron  Edwards:  who  died  in 
the  year  1828.  leaving  a  wife  and  nine 
children. 

He  emigrated  to  the  State  of  Illinois  in 
18)4,  and  remained  there  until  1841. 

He  then  returned  to  Iowa  and  settled 
in  Jefferson  County. 

He  married  Nancy  Vardman.  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  J.  W.  and  Mary  E.  Vardman.  Jan¬ 
uary  15.  1846. 

He  remained  in  Iowa  ever  since,  and 
raised  a  family  of  eight  children,  seven  arc 
now  living. 

He  has  twenty-nine  grandchildren  and 
two  great-grandchildren. 

His  wife  united  with  the  separate  Bap¬ 
tist  church  in  1845.  Mr.  Edwards  united 
with  the  same  church  in  185  2.

MR.  W.  C.  EDWARDS 
Of  McComb  City,  Mississippi 

Was  bom  in  Rankin  County.  Missis¬ 
sippi.  about  two  miles  from  Jackson. 

His  father.  W.  C.  Edwards,  died  when 
he  was  twelve  years  old.  His  father  was 
an  architect  and  contractor.  He  drew  the 
plans  and  superintended  the  construction 
of  a  great  many  important  buildings  in 
Jackson.  Vicksburg.  Crandon  and  other 
cities  in  Mississippi,  and  made  money  easy 
and  fast.  His  one  great  fault  was  generos¬ 
ity:  and  a:  his  death  the  subject  of  this 
sketch  and  his  mother  were  left  with 
small  means.  Being  a  courageous  woman, 
his  mother  sought  a  position  in  Jackson 
and  made  a  support,  until  Mr.  Edwards 
was  old  enough  to  help  her. 

She  was  a  good  Christian  woman.  When 
Mr.  Edwards  was  seven  years  old.  his 
mother  sent  him  to  school  at  Jackson, 
where  he  remained  for  four  or  five  years. 
During  vacation  he  always  found  work 
selling  papers.  He  secured  a  position  with 
Robinson  Stevens  Cf  Co.,  and  was  also 
page  in  the  State  Legislature  for  two  ses-, 

!  sions. 


I  He  went  from  Jackson  to  Forest.  Mi  > 
sissippi.  where  he  worked  in  a  genera!  ne  •- 
j  chandise  store  for  an  uncle. 

He  entered  the  N'.  O.  8  N.  E.  Railway 
shops  at  Meridian.  Mississippi,  as  an  ap¬ 
prentice  in  the  machinery  department, 
thinking  he  would  be  put  on  the  road  as 
fireman,  as  his  ambition  was  to  be  an 
i  engineer 

.  He  was  unable  to  secure  the  position 
he  desired,  and  went  to  New  Orleans  and 
began  work  as  news  agent  on  a  railroad. 
He  then  worked  as  freight  brakeman  on 
the  I.  C.  R.  R.  about  four  years,  and  was 
I.  then  promoted  to  the  position  of  conduc¬ 
tor.  His  mother  died  in  1887. 

He  married  Miss  Lucy  T.  Quinn,  of 
McComb  City.  Mississippi.  December  19. 
1894. 

MR.  W.  T.  SPILLER 
Of  Stoneham,  Mass. 


Mr.  W.  T.  Spiller.  of  Stoneham.  Mas¬ 
sachusetts.  was  born  in  1  820  in  George¬ 
town.  Massachusetts.  At  the  age  of  twen¬ 
ty-four  years  he  married  Elizabeth  M. 
Carleton.  a  granddaughter  of  Mary  Ed¬ 
wards.  and  daughter  of  Robert  Edwards, 
who  was  born  in  17)2  in  Boston.  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

About  1770  Robert  Edwards  came  into 
possession  of  an  estate  in  New  York  from 
an  unde  who  was  a  brother  of  Benjamin 
Edwards,  who  was  born  in  1685.  and  died 
in  1751.  The  estate  came  to  Robert  Ed¬ 
wards  as  trustee  for  the  family  of  brothers 
and  sisters.  The  title  was  in  the  name  of 
Robert.  His  unde's  name  was  also  Rob¬ 
ert,  and  he  was  lost  in  crossing  the  ocean. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1  770.  it  was 
conveyed  to  the  Crown,  and  by  the  Crown 
joined  with  the  Trinity  Estate  as  church 
property,  so  as  to  prevent  it  from  being 
confiscated  by  the  federals  if  they  gained 
their  independence.  The  Trinity  had  been 
trustee  for  the  family.  In  1874.  when  the 
call  for  the  heirs  of  Robt.  Edwards  was 
made.  Mr.  Spiller  began  to  look  up  the 
family,  and  see  what  they  knew  of  the 
estate  and  found  the  children  knew  of  it 
from  1770.  and  supposed  that  thev  were 
cheated  out  of  it.  He  found  that  Robert 
Edwards,  founder  of  the  estate  was  lost  in 
crossing  the  ocean.  It  was  learned  that  the 
c;tate  had  been  leased  tor  ninety-nine  years, 
and  it  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Trinity 
Church. 

Mr.  Spiller  is  of  the  opinion  that  we 
nust  go  to  England  to  get  our  papers.  He 
found  that  William  Ulnian.  57  Chancery 
Lane.  London,  had  the  New  York  Ed¬ 
wards  estate  on  his  book  of  unclaimed 
property,  with  a  note  saying  that  h:  was 
supposed  to  be  lost  in  crossing  the  ocean. 
He  found  that  in  1840.  a  suit  was  com¬ 
menced  in  the  Chancery  Court  of  London, 
with  Gladstone  for  the  Crown,  and  Sir 
John  Grey  for  the  heirs.  Then  he  found 
that  in  1879  a  suit  was  commenced  in 
London,  with  Wallace  Benjamin,  the 
Queen's  Counsel,  for  the  Crown,  but  a 
telegram  was  sent  to  Washington  to«have 
certain  parties  arrested  for  acting  as  claim 
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agent*,  to  obtain  the  property.  Then  he 
found  that  Robert  Edwanli.  a  ioumi  in 
the  family,  had  much  to  do  with  the  es¬ 
tate  in  1806.  and  was  missing  since  that 
time,  and  when  the  suit  of  18*10  was  go¬ 
ing  on.  he  was  advertised  tor.  from  Lon¬ 
don  as  missing  since  1 806.  Mr.  Spiller 
has  been  working  on  the  estate  for  twenty 
years,  and  has  learned  manv  facts  in  the 
family,  tic  found  that  they  hold  the 
"court  of  arms"  of  the  family  that  held 
the  Robert  Edwards  estate  in  New  York, 
which  was  in  1770.  and  of  great  value. 

It  is  Mr.  Spiller’s  opinion  that  the  Ed¬ 
wards  estate  was  in  existence  before  the 
Revolution.  The  members  connected  with 
the  family  that  came  to  Boston  in  1770. 
claim  to  be  lineal  heirs  to  the  estate,  and 
that  nam.es  in  their  family  correspond  with 
the  names  in  Mr.  Spider's  family. 

The  Trinitv  Church  was  an  English 
institution,  and  under  the  control  ot  the 
Crown,  and  one  of  the  conditions  from 
the  crown  was  this:  that  every  person  pay¬ 
ing  in  support  of  the  poor  was  entitled  to 
a  vote  in  the  affairs,  with  the  exception  of 
Armenians.  Jews  and  Roman  Catholics. 


MRS.  ANNA  M.  NICKOSON 
Foster,  Ky.  \ 

Mrs.  Nickoson  is  the  daughter  of  Eliza¬ 
beth  Smith,  who  was  a  daughter  of  James 
Thomas  Edwards,  who  was  a  son  of 
Marguerette  Ann  Edwards,  who  was  a 
daughter  of  James  Thomas  Edwards,  who 
was  a  brother  of  Robert  Edwards. 

James  Thomas  Edwards  came  down  the 
Ohio  river  from  the  East  and  located  at 
While  Oak.  Ohio,  about  the  date  of  1812. 
His  wife  being  deceased  and  his  family  was 
abroad  with  the  exception  of  one  daughter. 
Marguerette  Ann.  He  then  moved  down 
to  Augusta.  Kentucky,  in  1816.  and  from 
there  he  came  down  to  Elm  Grove.  Ken¬ 
tucky.  where  he  died  in  the  year  1861. 
Do  not  know  his  age  but  he  was  a  well 
aged  man.  I  do  not  know  how  many 
children  he  had. 

Marguerette  Ann  Edwards,  his  young¬ 
est  child,  was  married  to  a  Mr.  Judd;  to 
this  union  one  son  was  born.  James 
Thomas.  Marguerette  Ann  lived  with  her 
father  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Judd.  Then 
she  was  married  to  T.  Fern  and  then  left 
leaving  James,  her  son.  with  his  grand¬ 
father  and  i  do  not  know  of  her  any 
further. 

James,  the  grandson,  was  married  to 
Mary  Ellen  Mains,  of  near  Alexandria. 
Kentucky,  in  1844.  He  had  seven  chil¬ 
dren — four  are  living.  James  T.  Edwards 
died  in  the  year  of  1895:  age  74.  Mary 
Ellen  remained  with  her  children  until 
death  in  1920.  being  97  years  of  age. 

James  Thomas  Edwards,  the  grand¬ 
father.  had  a  record  of  his  family  also  some 
papers  of  interest  to  the  estate,  which  was 
taken  from  his  grandson  in  1884  by  the 
Ohio  river  flood,  that  is  why  I  have  no 
more  genealogy  than  1  have.  If  you  have

Joseph  Edwards  was  born  in  Middle- 
town.  Connecticult  (probably  in  that  part 
which  is  now  Cromwell),  on  August  27. 
1  783.  He  did  not  enter  college  until  after 
the  opening  of  the  Freshman  year.  He  be¬ 
gan  the  study  of  theology  upon  gradua¬ 
tion  with  the  Rev.  Ashall  Hooker  (Yale. 
1789)  of  Goshen,  at  the  same  time  con¬ 
ducting  an  academy  there.  On  October  4. 
1809.  he  was  ordained  and  installed  as 
pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church  in 
West  Stockbridge.  Massachusetts,  where  he 
remained  until  June  23.  1812.  After  oth¬ 
er  engagements  in  preaching  he  moved  in 
the  fall  of  1  826  to  Greenfield.  Huron 
County.  Ohio,  and  in  March.  1828.  to  a 
farm  of  900  acres  in  Ripley  in  the  same 
county:  about  sixty  miles  southwest  of 
Cleveland.  Ohio.  Here  he  spent  the  rest 
of  his  life  respected  and  useful,  and  preach¬ 
ing  occasionally,  but  without  any  stip¬ 
ulated  salary.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Rip¬ 
ley  on  April  30.  1863.  in  his  eightieth 
year.  He  was  twice  married.  His  second 
wife  survived  him.  His  children  were  six 
daughters  and  one  son  who  entered  the 
ministry  (Aberlin  College).

In  February.  1925.  1  accompanied  our  j 
Legal  Advisor,  who  is  now  General 
Counsel  to  New  York  where  we  spent  an 
entire  week  working  on  a  program  for 
the  Edwards  Heirs.  1  was  also  present  at 
every  conference  with  lawyers,  business 
men  and  representatives  of  the  owners  of 
the  property. 

At  the  beginning  we  met  rebuffs  and 
an  absolute  refusal  to  recognize  or  discuss 
the  claims  of  the  Edwards  Heirs.  How¬ 
ever.  as  the  matter  progressed  and  con¬ 
ferences  multiplied,  an  apparent  change 
came  and  1  may  say  that  substantial  prog¬ 
ress  was  made  in  our  claim.  It  was  a  con¬ 
tinuous  drive,  drive,  drive,  every  moment 
we  were  in  New  York.  Not  a  moment 
was  spent  in  recreation  or  in  pleasure  seek¬ 
ing.  Our  entire  time  and  best  attention 
were  given  to  the  program  of  the  Ed¬ 
wards  Heirs. 

If  the  same  effort  is  continued  and 
backed  up  by  the  Consolidation  of  the 
Edwards  Heirs,  instead  of  the  small  group 
that  backed  us  in  New  York,  beyond  doubt 
this  matter  can  be  brought  to  a  conclusion;

I  sjx-nt  Wednesday  and  '1  liursday  of 
last  week  mixing  with  the  Edwards  heirs 
in  linn  reunion  meeting  at  Kansas  City. 
A  vast  number  of  duly  authorized  repre¬ 
sentatives  were  there  trom  all  parts  of 
Canada  including  Quebec.  London.  On¬ 
tario  and  Northwestern  Canada,  as  well  as 
representatives  from  many  states  in  the 
United  States.  In  fact,  it  was  an  interest-, 
ing  assembly. 

Human  nature  is  the  same  practically 
everywhere.  Those  people  had  the  same 
ideas,  ambitions  and  desires  that  all  of  our 
crowd  of  heirs  possessed,  and  were  desirous 
of  getting  into  a  program  whereby  we  can 
go  forward.

As  I  had  no  time  for  recreation  or 
pleasure-seeking,  as  soon  after  the  speak¬ 
ing  on ‘Thursday  as  was  convenient.  I  ar¬ 
ranged  to  return  home,  and  left  Kansas 
Ciry  at  six  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  the 
16th.

July  15th  and  16th.  1925. 

As  a  representative  of  the  Colorado  Ed¬ 
wards  Heirs  Association.

The  Order  of  Business  was  as  follows: 

On  Wednesday.  July  15th.  1925.  at 
11  a.  m.  at  Fairmount  Park.

Missouri,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  President  Troutman  of  the  Heart  of 
America  Edwards  Heirs  of  Kansas  City.

tei  Association,  of  Valley  Center.  Kansas, 
and  a  Mr.  Pressel.  a  genealogist  of  Michi¬ 
gan.  all  gave  short  talks  based  upon  the 
necessity  of  co-operation,  with  the  one 
thought  of  "United  we  stand  and  divided 
we  fall.” 

Then  Mr.  Joel  I-'.  Webb,  our  Legal 
Counselor,  was  introduced  and  he  gave  a 
very  startling  talk  of  how  he  was  asked 
to  fight  this  claim  and  his  accomplishments 
recently  during  his  week's  stay  in  New 
York  City.  He  pay!  a  beautiful  tribute  to 
"Woman"  and  nyfde  a  most  favorable  im¬ 
pression  here  which  showed  his  God-like 
character  and  everyone  enjoyed  it  to  the 
utmost. 

After  Mr.  Webb's  speech  the  meeting 
was  adjourned  until  2  p.  m.  A  picture 
was  then  taken  of  the  heirs  and  I  should 
estimate  about  500  persons  were  present. 

A  most  wonderful  lunch  was  then 
served  and  during  this  lunch  hour  we  were 
entertained  bv  Dr.  Street's  Negro  Jazz 
Band. 

Community  singing  then  took  place. 

At  2  p.  m.  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  again  by  President  Troutman,  and 
the  first  speaker  introduced  was  a  Mr.  W. 
A.  Edwards,  attorney,  of  Kansas  City. 
Missouri:  then  a  Mr.  Geo.  Norton,  at¬ 
torney.  also  of  Kansas  City.  Missouri,  both 
spoke  on  the  necessity  of  co-operation  and 
stated:  "That  if  Mr.  Webb  accomplished 
in  New  York  City  in  one  week's  time  that 
which  he  said  he  had  done,  that  he  had 
accomplished  wonders  and  a  great  credit 
was  due  him.” 

Other  minor  speeches  took  place,  all  of 
which  were  based  upon  Unity,  and  then 
Mr.  Troutman.  President  of  the  Kansas 
City  Association,  gave  an  address  of  de¬ 
parture  and  called  a  business  meeting  of 
his  Association  that  evening  at  8  p.  m..  at 
this  same  meeting  place.

This  meeting  voted  to  write  each  As¬ 
sociation  and  plan  on  a  reunion  to  Ik 
held  next  year,  but  would  ask  for  sugges¬ 
tions  as  to  where  and  when  it  should  be 
held.  They  adjourned  with  "God  Be 
With  You  'Till  We  Meet  Again." 

.  Let  me  state  here  in  regard  to  the  per¬ 
sonal  talks  that  l  had. with  nr.iny  persons 
who  attended  this  gathering,  all  spoke  of 
how  they  favored  Mr.  Webb,  and  those 
who  had  not  merged  w.ith  him -should  do 
so  at  once.  'Personally.  I  think  and  state 
very  frankly  that  Mr.  Webb  is  one  of  the 
most  intellectual,  efficient,  honest  and 
straight-forward  men  that  can  be  obtained 
to  carry  out  this  matter  of  importance,  and 
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'  that  we  should  give  him  out  undivided 
!  support.

A  BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH. 

Dear  Editor:  You  asked  one  to  write 
a  biographical  sketch,  so  1  attempt  to  do 
so.  I  thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to 
speak  to  the  Edwards  folks  in  this  way. 
I  know  many  of  them  personally  and  am 
coming  to  know  more  of  them  through 
the  Edwardi  Heirs — and  I  like  them. 

My  great,  great  grandfather.  Michael 
Kiergan.  was  born,  lived  and  died  in  Dun¬ 
dee.  Scotland.  His  seven  sons  came  to 
America  before  the  war  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tion.  and  tradition  says  they  were  all  in 
the  continental  army. 

One  of  these  Scotchmen.  Joseph  Kier¬ 
gan  wa~.  my  great  grandfather — a  Revo¬ 
lutionary  soldier.  He  married  Miss  Ma¬ 
rion.  an  aunt  of  General  Francis  Marion, 
and  another  one  of  these  Kiergan  boys 
married  a  sister  of  Joseph's  wife. 

William  Kiergan.  son  of  Joseph  Kier¬ 
gan  and  Miss  Marion,  his  wife,  wa;  my 
grandfather.  He  was  born  in  Little  Pe 
Dee.  North  Carolina.  He  came  west  and 
enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  service  at  Nashville. 
Tenn..  and  served  through  the  war  of 
1812.  After  the  war  he  lived,  at  short 
intervals,  in  Bourbon.  Todd  and  Pulaski 
counties.  Kentucky.  He  married  Eliza¬ 
beth  Edwards  in  Kentucky  and  moved  to 
Dickson  county.  Tenn..  about  1820. 

Elizabeth  Edwards,  my  grandmother, 
was  the  daughter  of  Benjamin  Edwards. 
This  Benjamin  was  the  son  of  Benjamin 
Edwards  (patron  of  William  Wirt)  who 
lived  in  Kentucky  in  1800. 

William  Kiergan  and  Elizabeth  Ed¬ 
wards.  my  grand  parents,  were  married  in 
Kentucky  in  1  800  and  moved  to  Dickson 
county.

My 
grandmother  died  there  also  in  1841. 

My  father  was  the  eldest  child  of  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Elizabeth  and  born  in  Dick'son 
county.  Tenn..  Feb.  .8. .  1  82 1 .  He  was 
named  for  his  grandfather  Benjamin  Ed- 
.watds.'  Before  the  family  removed  from 
Tennessee  and  when  he  was  a  lad.  my 
father  went  to  Bloomington.  Ill.,  to  "do 
for  himself.”  At  Bloomington  be  entered

and  became  an  expert  workman.  When 
he  left  Bloomington  he  went  to  Missouri 
(  and  first  settled  in  Ray  county.  Here  he 
|  found  my  mother.  Dorothy  Cooley,  and 
married  her.  After  my  birth,  the  only 
'  child  ever  born  to  them,  they  removed  to 
1  Carroll  county.  Mo.  My  mother  died 
j  when  1  was  two  and  a  half  years  old.  He 
married  again  and  I  had  brothers  and  sis- 
j  ters. 

My  father  was  an  enterprising  citiz.cn 
of  Carroll  county — well  read  and  well  in¬ 
formed.  He  kept  up  with  the  affairs  of 
the  country  and  with  the  course  of  promi¬ 
nent  men  of  his  day:  knew  many  of  them 
personally,  among  them  Douglas  and  Lin¬ 
coln.  Before  the  war  between  the  states 
our  house  was  a  resort  in  the  "winter 
,  evenings.”  Sundays  and  leisure  days  of 
the  people  about  who  came,  as  they  said, 
"to  hear  Ben.  talk."  He  was  a  fine  reader, 
a  splendid  conversationist,  an  entertaining 
public  speaker. 

My  father  could  not  be  neutral  when 
■  matters  worth  while  were  involved.  When 
!  the  war  of  1861  came  on  he  weighed  well 
the  principals  involved.  One  point  was 
i  -his  guiding  star,  and  that  alone — the 
|  Union  should  be  preserved.  He  volun- 
I  teered  in  the  U.  S.  service  Aug.  1861.  In 
\  1  862  he  was  severely  wounded  and  was 
|  later  honorably  discharged.  But  in  1864 
j  he  re-inlisted.  bore  a  commission  and  was 
killed  in  a  desperate  battle  Nov.  10.  1864. 

When  the  war  closed  I  was  thrown 
j  upon  mv  own  "wits.”  We  had  felt  the 
losses  and  depression- by  the  war  generally 
-  and  the  "border  warfare"  in  particular. 

I  But  I  determined  ro  "know”.  My  fath¬ 
er's  life  before  me.  and  his  knowledge,  and 
i  his  books  had  whetted  this  desire  sharp. 

I  What  education  I  got  was  in  the  public 
j  schools,  in  an  academv  and  in  Richmond 
College.  I  taught  school  and  began  the 
I  study  of  medicine:  but  as  the  good  old 
people  used  to  say.  1  "got  converted  to 
God.”  Directly  I  entered  the  ministry  to

Mr.  Joel  F.  Webb,  of  Birmingham, 
Alabama,  general  counsel  for  the 
live  corporations  in  the  Consolidation,  . 
spoke  in  part  as  follows: 

Mr.  Troutman,  Mr.  Browrn  and 
“Kin-folks”  of  the  North  and  West:  : 

I  wish  I  were  able  to  express  in 
npproj):  iate  language,  the  greetings 
from  the  Edwards  Heirs  in  the  far 
Southland.  This  is  the  first  time  in 
my  life  that  I  have  been  permitted 
to  enjoy  the  honor  that  is  conferred 
upon  me  at  this  particular  time.  Mrs. 
Edwards,  of  Ontario,  has  spoken  for 
the  women,  suggesting  that  men  still 
believe  that  woman  is  the  weaker 
vessel.  In  reply  to  that  suggestion, 
ermit  me  to  express  as  best  I  can 
riefly.  the  regard  of  the  Southern 
man  for  woman. 

From  the  beginning  of  history,  man 
has  endeavored  to  shift  the  burden 
and  place  the  blame  on  woman.  “The 
woman  thou  gavest  me  she  did  eat,"

said  Alam,  and  man  has  endeavored 
town  through  the  ages  to  act  like  a 
son  of  Adam;  but  I  observe  fiom  the 
record  of  sacred  history  that  if  wo¬ 
man’s  weakness  did  lead  man  into  the 
fall,  and  expelled  him  from  Paradise 
under  the  curse  of  his  Maker.  Provi¬ 
dence  has  beautifully  ordered  that 
her  days  shall  be  spent  in  restorii  g 
him.  bringing  him  back.  Iirting  him 
up  on  a  level  w'ilh  herself,  a  plane 
a  little  lower  than  that  of  the  angles. 
Sacred  history  tells  us  woman  was 
the  last  at  the  cross  of  Calvary,  and 
caught  afresh  this  spirit  of  tender 
compassion,  when  the  words  fell  from 
the  cross:  "Father  forgive  them,  for 
they  know  what  they  do”  That  early 
in  the  morning,  laden  with  frankin¬ 
cense.  spices  and  myrrh,  she  wended 
her  way  with  Heaven’s  approval,  to 
the  sepulchre,  and  was  the  first  to 
discover  the  stone  “rolled  away;” 
that  woman,  then  and  there,  was 
commissioned  by  the  angels  of 
Heaven,  to  become  the  first  mission¬ 
ary  to  declare  unto  the  “Sons  of 
Men”  the  resurrection  of  our  blessed 
Lord.  And  when  the  last  summons 
shall  come  to  you  and  me,  and  we 
shall  be  gathered  unto  our  fathers, 
when  we  shall  “cross  over  the  river 
to  rest  under  the  shade  of  the  trees,” 
woman  will  be  there;  first  to  greet  us 
and  bid  us  welcome  upon  the  shores 
of  a  blissful  eternity.  But  unless  I 
restrain  myself  from  the  further  pur¬ 
suit  of  this  matchless  subject.  I  fear 
that  I  shall  go  astray,  and  forget  to 
talk  to  you  good  people  about  the  Ed¬ 
wards  Estate. 

It  is  difficult  to  approach  a  colos¬ 
sal  subject  like  the  Edwards  Estate, 
but  I  want  to  thank  you  cordially, 
for  the  opportunity  to  be  here,  and 
to  discuss  this  matter.  It  is  my  first 
visit  to  your  city,  but  I  find  that 
human  nature  is  the  same  every¬ 
where. 

I  shall  endeavor  to  give  you  a 
brief  outline  of  some  of  the  things 
we  have  done  at  Birmingham,  Ala¬ 
bama.  our  back-ground  and  program. 
Prior  to  last  summer,  several  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Edwards  Heirs  had  been 
held  in  the  City  of  Birmingham.  I 
did  not  attend  any  of  these  meetings 
for  the  reason  that  I  did  not  think  it 
worth  while,  believing  that  it  would 
be  impracticable  to  get  our  people 
properly  united,  and  I  declined  to  at- 


to  know  him  better,  recalls  to  mind  a 
when, 


tend  any  of  these  meetings,  refusing 
to  make  a  speech  at  one  of  them  be- 
!  cause  I  knew'  practically  nothing 
!  about  the  estate.  However,  a  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  in  August,  at  Birming¬ 
ham.  Mr.  P.  M.  Carlisle,  a  cousin 
of  mine,  was  selected  as  chairman  of 
the  committee  to  formulate  a  pro- 
|  gram  to  investigate  and  press  the 
claim  of  the  Ei  wards  hei  s.  At  that 
i  time  Mr.  Carlisle  and  I  believed  that 
I  prrclicallv  all  of  the  heirs  inter?* ted 
j  in  this  estate,  were  in.  or  near  Birm- 
|  ir.gham,  Ala.  He  asked  me  to  permit 
:  the  committee  selected  by  him  to 
;  hold  _a  meeting  at  my  office,  which 
I  request  I  granted  as  a  matter  of 
;  courtesy  to  him.  The  committee  met. 
|  and  for  the  first  time  sit  ce  I  \v>s  a 
j  fcov  listening  to  my  mother  tell  about 
!  this  estate.  I  heard  a  discucsion  of 
!  the  claim  of  the  Edwards  Heirs  to 
!  property  in  New  York  City  and  el  c- 
;  where.  Being  requested  at  this 
I  committee  meeting  to  outline  a  pro- 
1  gram  and  prescribe  a  course  to  pur- 
i  sue,  I  agreed  to  do  this,  and  at  the 
|  next  meeting  held  at  my  office,  this 
1  committee  accepted  my  suggestions. 

;  We  agreed  to  incorporate  under  the 
name  of  Edwards  E:tate  Corporation 
of  Alabama,  with  headquarters  at 
Birmingham.  Ala.  It  was  understood 
!  and  agreed  that  P.  M.  Carlisle  would 
I  ncouire  from  his  people  a  deed  eon- 
!  veying  to  him  all  of  their  interest  in 
j  the  estate,  particularly  describing 
what  we  thought  to  be  a  portion,  at 
least,  of  the  property  in  New  Y'o-k 
J  City.  We  incorporated  October  14, 
1924,  w’ith  200  members.  This  num¬ 
ber  subsequently  increased  to  300 
j  members. 

■  The  deeds  were  executed  to  P.  M. 
Carlisle,  and  in  turn  he  made  a  deed 
to  the  Edwards  Estate  Corporation, 

!  conveying  to  said  corporation  the  in- 
i  terest  he  had  acquired  in  the  estate, 
i  and  described  the  same  property, 
covering  approximately  seventy-two 
;  blocks  in  the  City  of  New  Y'ork.  This 
deed  was  sent  to  New  Y'ork  for  record 
to  a  lawyer  friend  of  mine.  Changes 
in  the  form  of  the  deed  were  sug¬ 
gested  by  the  New  Y'ork  authorities. 
These  changes  were  made,  and  n 
proper  deed  forwarded  to  New  Yo~k, 
and  placed  with  the  recorder  for 
record.  Later,  the  recorder  under¬ 
went  a  change  of  mind,  and  although 
the  deed  had  been  indexed  for  record, 
it  was  not  actually  transcribed  on 
the  books.  It  stands  that  way  today, 
because  I  preferred  to  leave  it  in 
that  condition  until  w-e  get  ready  to 
make  a  further  move. 

.  Meanwhile,  we  had  discovered  that 
there  were  other  heirs,  particularly 
in  South  Carolina.  Then  we  learned 
of  the  Mid-West  organization,  in  In¬ 
diana  and  Ohio.  These  three  organi¬ 
zations  met  together  the  later  part  of 
October,  in  South  Carolina,  with  the 
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idea  of  combining  and  uniting  tbcir  . 
forces.  In  the  latter  part  of  192-1  J 
the  representatives  of  these  three  ! 
organizations  met  in  Birmingham  anti  j 
formed  a  Board  of  Governors  which 
functioned  partly  for  a  while.  It  ! 
seemed  that  the  leaders  were  not 
fully  prepared,  or  ready  for  a  united 
effort,  doubtless  the  cause  of  many 
unsuccessful  effort*  heretofore  by 
l lie  different  groups  of  heirs.  AH* of 
the  heirs  at  heart  desire  the  same 
thing.  hut  somehow'  they  were  never 
ready*  to  .consolidate  and ,  work  to¬ 
gether  in-  perfect  harmony.  konliz- 
ii;p  the  situation,  nml  remembering 
our  promises  to  the  three  hundred 
const ituting  the  Birminpham  organi¬ 
zation.  we  then  decided  to  po  forward 
with  our  original  program,  and  do 
the  best  we  could  for  our  small 
group.  Consequently,  Mr.  T.  C.  Mc¬ 
Cain  accompanied  tne  to  New  York 
in  February,  1925.  We  had  a  pro¬ 
pram,  and  engagements  made  in  ad¬ 
vance  to  po  to  New  York,  investi¬ 
gate  the  situation,  discuss  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  forcing  of  the  recording 
of  our  deed  if  desired,  and  particuar- 
ly,  to  discuss  in  a  business  way,  the 
proposition  of  an  amicable  adjust¬ 
ment  without  a  law-suit,  with  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  those  people  who  are 
claiming  the  absolute  title  to  the 
property.  We  spent  an  entire  week, 
wot  king  day  and  night,  ei.deavo.irg 
to  pet  at  the  back-ground  of  our 
claim,  and  to  feel  out  the  people  in 
possession  of  the  property. 

This  trip  was  intended  chiefly  to 
“spy  out  the  land”  and  to  determine 
whether  or  not  it  would  Le  worth  j 
while  to  pursue  the  matter  further,  | 
and  to  make  report  to  our  people  at  ( 
Birmingham.  In  discussing  this 
matter  with  the  New  York  claimants  , 
we  first  met  an  absolute  rebuff.  They 
reminded  us  of  the  many  futile  at¬ 
tempts  that  had  been  made  hereto¬ 
fore,  by  the  different  groups  of  heirs. 
We  impressed  them  with  the  fact 
that  we  wanted  to  approach  them  as 
big  business  men,  and  that  if  we  were 
absolutely  convinced  that  there  was 
no  such  estate  as  the  Edwards  estate, 
or  that  the  heirs  to  this  estate  had 
no  shadow  of  claim,  we  would  honest¬ 
ly  anti  appiopriately  report  our  find¬ 
ings  to  our  people,  and  end  the  mat¬ 
ter  so  far  as  we  were  concerned;  hut 
on  the  other  hand,  if  we  should  find 
ihnt  there  is  such  an  estate,  and  that 
our  people  who  arc  heirs  to  it.  have 
..ever  parted  with  their  right,  title 
or  interest  thereto,  they — the  New’ 
Yo.k  people  would  he  expected  to 
treat  with  us  on  a  business  basis,  and 
e..ueavor  lo  reach  some  amicable  ad- 
jutmont  without  piolonged  litigation. 

These  New  York  people,  as  we  dis¬ 
cussed  the  matter  daily  with  them, 
grew  less  hostile,  and  finally  ap¬ 
pealed  friendly,  and  stated  we  could 
not  hope  at  best,  to  recover  more 
than  the  land,  if  that,  but  if  we  could 
show  them  that  we  have  a  claim  they 
would  deal  with  us  on  a  business 
basis  as  business  men.  without  litiga¬ 
tion.  I  did  mildly  suggest  to  these 
people  that  if  the  lanti  only,  could 
prove  to  be  ours,  and  the  buildings 
theirs,  my  people  would  not  want 
more  than  their  own;  but  in  that 
event  they  would  be  expected  to  be 


kind  enough  to  remove  their  build¬ 
ings.  ,«o  that  my  people  might  use 
their  land. 

In  discussing  his  matter  with  law¬ 
yers  in  New  York,  we  discovered  that 
the  State  of  New  York  has  passed  a 
law  under  which  and  through  which 
such  estates  may  he  settled  finally 
and  permanently,  ‘ngainst  all  heir*, 
.  living  or  dead,  or  yet  unborn: 1 

While  we  were  in  New  York,  Mr. 
W.  T.  Edwards  and  Mr.  Felix  W.  Car¬ 
lo  le.  president  and  chairman  respec¬ 
tively,  of  the  South  Carolina  Corpora¬ 
tion,  were  there,  and  as  wo  consulted 
together.  South  Carolina  then  re¬ 
tained  me  as  their  counsel,  and 
agreed  to  unite  with  Birmingham, 
and  co-operate  to  the  end.  Others 
were  there  from  other  sections  of  the 
country,  and  discussed  at  that  time 
the  proposition  of  consolidation  un¬ 
der  one  legal  management. 

Before  leaving-  New  York,  1  stated 
to  th'ese  business  men  that  other  or¬ 
ganizations  over  the  country  had 
manifested  a  willingness  to  unite  in 
our  program,  and  that  we  would  re¬ 
turn  lo  Birmingham  and  there  await 
developments,  looking  to  a  consolida¬ 
tion  of  all  of  the  heirs.  However,  if 
nothing  in  this  respect  should  be 
done,  at  a  later  date  we  would  re¬ 
turn  to  New  Y'ork  and  take  up  with 
them  the  same  question  for  and  in 
behalf  of  the  three  hundred  that  I 
already  represented  at  Birmingham, 
Ala.  The  matter  was  left  in  this 
shape,  before  we  returned  to  Birm- 
ir.gnam.  Alter  returning  to  Birming¬ 
ham  and  corresponding  with  the  dif¬ 
ferent  associations,  in  April.  1S25, 
Point  Pleasant.  West  Virginia,  the 
Mid- West  Association,  of  Ohio  and 
Indiana,  and  South’  Caiolina  sent 
their  representatives  to  Birmingham. 
Alabama,  when  a  consolidation  of 
these  four  co  poratio.  s,  representing 
3.000  to  4,000  heirs,  entered  into  an 
agreement  of  consolidation.  and  se¬ 
lected  a  general  coun> el.  Since  then 
our  most  highly  esteemed  friends 
f  um  Colorado,  represented  today  by 
Mrs.  hays  of  Denver,  have  joined 
this  consolidation,  and  we  are  pre¬ 
pared  now  to  return  to  New  York  as 
j  quickly  as  possible,  to  carry  forward 
I  our  program,  and  bring  an  end  to  this 
matter  orce  and  for  all  time.  We 
planned  to  go  to  New  Y'ork  on  June 
loth,  but  discovered  more  heirs  still, 
who  wanted  to  be  represented. 

We  have  promised  our  people  that 
we  will  complete  this  matter  one 
way  or  another,  and  we  propose  to  do 
it.  If  it  is  right  and  proper  for  vis 
to  regain  this  property  we  ought  to 
have  it,  and  the  only  promise  we 
make  is  that  if,  "under  these  condi¬ 
tions.  it  is  reasonably  possible  to  get 
anything  out  of  this  matter,  we  will 
get  it.  No  or.e  can  expect  lawyers  to 
accomplish  the  impossible.  Those 
business  people  in  New  Y'ork  are 
sensible,  and  if  we  approach  them  as 
sensible  business  people,  they  will 
treat  us  in  like  manner.  We  expect 
now,  to  get  to  New  York  about 
August  1st,  but  if  reasonably  justified 
in  po-tponing  this  date,  it  will  be 
postponed  to  promote  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  those  we  represent,  as  well 
as  those  who  may  want  to  come  in. 
Bear  in  mind,  however,  that  our  con- 


soli  dat ion  has  burned  the  bridges  be¬ 
hind  it.  and  we  must  go  forward. 
There  is  no  entrance  from  the  hack 
door,  but  all  heirs  who  come  in, 
should  and  will  be  treated  precisely 
alike. 

l’ermit  me  to  repeat  that  I  am  not 
seeking  clients,  although  our  consoli¬ 
dation  would  welcome  with  open  hand 
and  glad  heart  all  the  Edwards  heirs 
from  Canada  and  the  West.  I 
frankly  admit  that  you  could  he  help¬ 
ful  to  the  consolidation,  and  am  quite 
sure  that  our  organization  would  he 
j  helpful  to  you.  With  a  solid  phalanx 
;  of  all  the  Edwards  heirs  in  Canada 
j  ano  the  United  States  marching  un- 
j  der  one  flag,  working  in  a  spirit  of 
j  harmony  and  good  fell»/wship,  we  can 
|  bring  this  matter  to  a  conclusion  in 
[  the  right  way,  and  obtain  the  very 
j  best  possible  results. 

I  must  return  to  Birmingham  as 
quickly  as  possible,  although  I  should 
be  delighted  to  meet  with  all  of  my 
I  newly  discovered  kin  in  the  different 
I  parts  of  our  continent.  I  have 
!  promised  to  give  to  this  cause  all  of 
I  my  time,  and  the  very  best  that  there 
J  is  in  me.  Perfect  harmony  prevails 
I  in  our  consolidation.  The  leaders  are 
w’orking  with  the  attorneys  in  a  most 
!  admirable  way.  Our  policy  is  to 
j  work,  and  find  no  time  to  grumble 
j  ar.d  complain.  This  sentiment  is 
i  knitting  more  closely  together,  day 
I  by  day,  the  leaders  in  our  different 
j  organizations,  and  to  a  surprising  de- 
I  gree.  We  have  formed  a  cosolidation

The  name  of  Edwards  is  frequently 
found  in  the  early  annul  of  Virginia, 
nml  l  he  first  of  the  name  appears  to 
have  reached  the  colony  soon  after 
the  settlement  of  Jamestown.  There 
was  a  John  Edwards  of  “Northumber¬ 
land  House.”  in  1653,  from  whom  the 
descent  of  many  Edwards  in  Virginia 
is  clnimcii,  and  the  families  of  Hay¬ 
den  Edwards  in  Kentucky  and  Ninian 
Euwards  in  Illinois  ate  doubtless  de¬ 
scended  from  that  source.  Then 
there  was  a  Richard  Edwards  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  in  1L94,  lroin  whom  was  pioh- 
ably  descended  Thomas  Edwards,  the 
old  clerk  of  Lancaster  County.  Leroy 
Edwards.  Grillin  Edwards,  and  many 
others  of  that  line;  hut  so  far  as  our 
investigation  extends  there  is  no  di¬ 
rect  connection  between  the  above 
families  and  the-  King  William  Ed¬ 
wards,  whose  line  is  recorded  here, 
unless  we  except  the  probably  com¬ 
mon  descent  of  the  Howards’  fi’om  the 
a.  cient  family  of  that  name  in  Wales, 
where  the  Howards  can  be  traced 
back  for  more  than  six  hundred  years. 

The  King  William  Edwards  family 
dated  back  to  about  1743.  when  Am- 
biose  Euwarus  settled  in  Kii.g  Wil¬ 
liam  County,  Viiginia.  “on  a  laige 
tract  of  land  granted  by  the  King,” 
anu  while  we  have  been  unable  to  dis¬ 
cover  any  mention  of  said  grant  in 
any  of  the  available  records,  yet  it 
is  asserted  that  the  original  patent 
E  in  existence,  and  is  “supposed  to 
be  among  the  papers  of  the  Virginia 
Historical  Society.”  The  King  Wil¬ 
liam  County  records  have  been  twice 
destroyed  by  fire,  and  the  ordinary 
sources  of  information  in  that  direc¬ 
tion  are  cut  off.  However,  it  is  known 
that  Ambrose  Et. wards  possessed  a 
large  tract  of  land,  comprising  several 
thousand  acres,  which  was  divided 
among  his  heirs  at  his  death,  and  a 
great  deal  of  it  is  still  held  by  his 
descendants. 

It  appears  that  some  time  previous 
to  1743  a  clergyman  of  the  Church 
of  England,  named  Edwards,  emi¬ 
grated  to  America  with  his  three  sons 
named  respectively,  Robert,  John  an<l 
Ambrose.  Robert  settled  in  New 
York,  and  acquired  considerable  pro¬ 
perty.  (See  Edwards’  Estate.)  John 
settled  in  South  Carolina,  married, 
and  left  numerous  descendants  scat¬ 
tered  throughout  the  Southern  states. 
Ambrose  located  in  King  William 
County,  Virginia,  where  he  continued 
to  reside  until  his  death  in  1810.  It 
is  said  that  his  father  and  brother, 
Robert,  visited  him  about  1770.  Noth¬ 
ing  further  is  known  of  the  father, 
except  the  tradition  that  he  died  in 
America.  Robert  returned  to  Eng¬ 
land. 

Ambrose  Edwards  was  born  in  Eng¬ 
land  in  1726.  Emigrated  to  Virginia 
about  1745,  and  settled  in  King  Wil¬ 
liam  County.  He  built  a  fine  colonial 
mansion  which  he  called  “Cherry 
Grove.”  and  the  ouaint  old  house,  now 
gray  with  age,  wnich  remains  in  very 
fair  condition  to  the  day,  has  been 
occupied  by  five  generations  of  the 
Edwards  family.

Jesse  Aughc.  National  Secretary,  and  M.  Etta 
Simmons,  editor  of  "Edwards  Heirs,”  of  Indirn- 
apolis,  Indiana;  Mr.  Arthur  Carmony,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  Shelby ville,  Indiana.  Mr.

TAIL  REVERE 

Most  of  us  asociate  the  name  of  this 
noted  Paul  Revere  with  his  famous 
fide  fiom  Boston  to  Lexington  to 
warn  the  militia  of  the  approach  of 
the  British  soldiers.  Said  he  to  his 
friend.  “If  the  British  march,  by  land 
or  sea  from  the  town  tonight.  .  .  . 

Hang  a  lantern  aloft  in  the  belfry 
arch.  .  .  Cf  the  North  Church 
lower  as  a  signal  light.  .  .  .  One 

if  by  land  nnd  two  if  by  sea.  .  .  . 

And  I  on  the  op|x>site  shore  shall  he 
.  .  .  Ready  to  ride  and  spread  the 

alarm.  .  .  Through  every  Middle¬ 
sex  village  and  farm.  .  .  For  the 

country  folk  to  he  up  and  to  arm. 

This  very  spirit  of  the  “Mid-Night 
Ride  of  Paul  Revere”  was  revealed  in 
these  few  lines  -sneaked  from  Paul’s 
letter  to  the  editor  (when  he -wasn’t 
lookin’)  "LONG  LIVE  EDWARDS 
HEIRS”  and  “I’m  going  to  help  some 
mor-e.” 

Well,  anyway.  Paul  made  his  initial 
entry  into  this  big  world  of  ours  in 
Hamilton.  O.,  August  27,  1891,  and 
(another  secret)  it  was  at  that  time 
he  made  the  great  discovery  he  was 
an  “Edwards  Heir.’  and  he’s  lived  in 
GREAT  ANTICIPATION  for  thirty- 
four  years.  Paul  entered  the  service 
of  Uncle  Sam  July  1,  1913,  and  is  at 
present  on  the  supervisory  staff  of  the 
local  postoflice  in  Hamilton.  Quite  a 
coincidence  creeps  into  the  names  of 
this  little  family  group  in  that  the 
mother  of  Paul  Revere  Jr.,  bears  the 
t  ame  of  Pauline;' then  too.  there  is 
the  younger  3-year-old  son,  Riley 
Thornton. 

The  Heirs  will  appreciate  the  fol¬ 
lowing  history  as  presented  by  Paul 
Revere  Crawl ord. 


In  the  following  lines  I  will  try  to 
give  jou  the  histo.y  of  the  earlier  Ed- 
waros  as  taken  from  "YE  OLDE 
FAMILIE  BIBLE. ’’  the  leaf  on  which 
the  first  part  of  this  is  written  be¬ 
ing  1679,  London,  England.  Later 
dates  on  some  of  the  pages  are  17C9 
and  17c7. 

The  records  show  that  the  three 
so,  s  of  Jacob  Edwards,  who  was  born 
in  Essex  county,  England,  on  July  27, 
1654,  came  to  America  in  the  year 
H97  ai.d  purchased  land  on  what  was 
then  ki  own  as  Manhattan  Island. 
These  three  sons  were  Jacob.  Jr.,  horn 
May  12,  16S2;  Benjamin,  (1st),  born 
Dec.  15,  1(85;  ar.a  Robert  (1st),  torn 
Jan.  24,  1C87.  After  several  years, 
the  pioperty  came  into  possession  of 
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Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  Revere  Crawford 
and 

Son.  Paul  Revere.  Jr.. 

Hamilton,  Ohio. 

Robert  Edwards  (2nd),  the  son  of 
Benjamin  Edwards  (1st)  and  a  nephew 
of  the  original  Robert  (1st),  Benjamin 
(l‘t)  and  Robert  (1st),  being 
brothers.  The  estate  came  to  Robert 
Ej wards  (2nd)  as  trustee  for  the 
family  of  brothers  and  sisters,  who 
were  the  sons  ar.d  daughters  of  Ben- 
amin  Edwards  (l‘t).  This  was  in  the 
year  1770,  when  the  death  of  Robert 
(2nd)  occurred.  Before  his  death,  it 
appeals  that  he  leased  a  tract  of  land 
in  J7C4  to  an  Englishman  for  99  years 
to  keep  it  from  being  confiscated.  On 
?ept.  28,-  1769,  another  tract  of  land 
comprised  of  60  acres  was  leased  to 
ni  other  Englishman  for  99  years. 
Robert  Edwards  (2nd),  son  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  (1st)  died  on  Feb.  14,  1770.  and. 
at  the  expiration  of  these  leases,  the 
property  was  to  go  to  his  four  daugh- 
te  s,  one  of  whom  married  Paul  Re¬ 
vere  and  to  the  children  of  Bathshe- 
ba  Edwards  G  ay.  his  sister,  a  daugh¬ 
ter  rf  Beniamin  Edwards  (1st).  The 
oiiginal  Robert  (1st)  was  the  founder 
or  the  estate  and  an  English  Royalist. 
He  was  a  sea  captain  under  King 
Gtorce  2nd  of  England  and  fought  in 
the  French  and  English  wars.  Con¬ 
trary  to  general  belief,  neither  one 
of  the  Robert  Edwards  fought  in  the 


,  Revolutionary  War,  as  they  were  both 
dead  at  that  time,  according  to  our 
records.  It  is  further  recorded  that 
Robert  Edwards  (1st)  lost  his  life  in 
crossing  the  ocean.  Before  his  death, 
he  deposited  in  the  Bank  of  England 
many  valuable  papers,  which  have  a 
bearing  on  ihis  case.  (See  article  en¬ 
titled  “W.  T.  Spillcr,”  on  page  10  of 
the  August  issue  of  “Edwards  Heirs.”

Benjamin  Edwards  (1st)  was  the 
son  of  Jacob  Edwards  and  was  born 
in  England  on  Dec.  15,  1685.

John  Edwards,  born  in  1727,  said  to  have  married  Effie 
Spears,  i.o  date  of  death.  Thomas  (Junior)  bom  in  1783, 
who  would  be  an  heir  of  one  of  the  above  brothers.  We 
claim  William  born  in  1720.  William  had  a  son  named 
David  Edwards,  no  date  of  birth  or  death  as  the  records 
were  lost  in  a  church  fire  where,  records  were  kept. 
David  had  six  sons,  namely:  Henry,  Robert.  David  (Junior), 
Eli,  Jonathan  and  William.  This  is  as  given  in  the  Ran¬ 
dolph  County  history'  published  in  1882  by  Ebenezer 
Tucker.  These  brothers  all  came  and  settled  in  Randolph 
County  except  Henry  and  David  Junior.  Henry  settled 
in  Wayne  County'  in  1821  and  in  1831  moved  to  Randolph 
County.  Some  of  them  came  from  Gilford  County,  North 
Carolina,  in  1818,  to  Randolph  County,  William  was  judge 
of  the  county  for  many  years,  emigrated  to  Missouri  and 
died  about  the  year  1878  a  very  old  man.  Eli  died  near 
Indianapolis  about  1872.  Henry  moved  from  Wayne  County 
in  1831,  more  than  eighty  years  old.  Jonathan  Edwards, 
the  son  of  David  Sr.,  my  great  grand  father  who  ended 
his  days  July  16,  1870,  being  86  years  old,  9  months  and 
2  days. 

Robert  died  in  Randolph  County  in  1842.  Henry,  Eli  and 
Jonathan  settled  south  of  Winchester,  Ind.  Robert  bought 
land  and  settled  north  of  Winchester.  David  did  not  come 
to  Ranolph  County.  Eli  was  sheriff  of  the  county  for 
many  years  during  the  early’  times.

Joseph  Edwards,  the  father  of  Thomas  Edwards,  re¬ 
sided  in  the  county  of  King  and  Queen,  State  of  Virginia. 
How  long  or  where  he  came  from  I  have  no  record. 

Joseph  Edwards  moved  to  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky, 
with  some  of  his  sons  and  daughters.  One  of  his  daugh¬ 
ters  married  a  Brown,  and  she  was  called  the  “Widow 
Molly  Brown.”  She  may  have  married  again.  The  sons 
and  daughters  of  Joseph  Edwards  married  and  raised 
their  families  in  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky,  and  by  ex¬ 
amining  the  records  of  the  clerk’s  office  for  marriage  li¬ 
cense  and  land  deeds  from  the  year  1760  up  may  be  found

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  noticed  by  the  papers  that  you  and  others 
have  organized  an  association  for  the  purpose  of  es¬ 
tablishing  your  claim  as  heirs  to  the  estate  of  ROB¬ 
ERT  EDWARDS  of  New  York. 

Now  Sir.  I  claim  to  be  a  collateral  descendent  of  the 
above  named  Robert  Edwards,  for  the  following 

reasons: 

According  to  tradition  there  were  three  brothers. 
John,  Robert  and  Morgan,  who  emigrated  from 
Great  Britain  to  New  York  before  the  Revolutionary 
War.  After  remaining  there  for  some  time.  John 
went  to  Virginia,  and  Morgan,  my  grandfather  mar¬

M.  Etta  Simmons  was  requested  to  be  present 
to  assist  in  auditing  the  books.  Mr  George  Spicer  of 
Cincinnati  was  also  present. 

Mr.  Arthur  Carmony.  S.  Harriett  Garner  and  M. 
Etta  Simmons  represented  the  auditing  committee  and 
we  commenced  work  at  8:30  Saturday  morning  and 
completed  the  audit  of  the  books  for  1925  at  two 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  a  report  of  which  is  else¬ 
where  in  this  bulletin.

The  closing  of  the  books  for  accepting  members 
after  January  23  and  the  work  attendant  thereto  was 
discussed  and  plans  made  to  handle  the  matter  in  as 
quick  a  manner  as  was  possible.

NEW  YORK  ACTIVITIES 


I  have  been  requested  to  give  a  report  on  my  re¬ 
cent  investigation  in  New  York.  In  the  following  I 
will  outline  the  most  important  points  and  in  order 
that  all  may  understand  the  situation  I  shall  give  an 
outline  of  the  surrounding  circumstances. 

At  the  time  Attorney  Webb  contemplated  going  to 
New  York  to  begin  his  work  in  behalf  ol  the  Ed¬ 
wards  Heirs  Consolidated,  he  extended  an  invitation 
to  the  leading  persons  and  representatives  of  the  var¬ 
ious  associations,  chiefly  for  the  reason  that  he 
wanted  all  of  the  associations  connected  to  have  a 
voice  in  the  work.  This  was  not  the  most  satisfac¬ 
tory  arrangement  since  it  had  a  tendency  to  bring  to 
New  York  a  crowd  which  really  would  have  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  handicap  the  work  more  than  assist  it.  Each 
association  in  the  consolidation  sent  a  duly  elected 
representative  bearing  credentials  from  his  respective 
association.  Also  two  of  the  councils  of  the  Mid- 
West  sent  representatives  of  their  own  accord,  viz. 
Mr.  Sower  of  Louisville.  Kentucky  and  Mr.  Moran 
of  Valley  Center.  Kansas. 

On  October  19th  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Sower  asking  if  I  had  any  suggestions  for  the  work 
in  New  York.  Under  date  of  October  21st  I  replied 
to  him  in  part  as  follows: 

"Glad  to  know  that  you  arrived  hitting  on 
all  4.  I  have  no  suggestions  to  offer  a  person 
J.  who  is  as  wide-awake  as  you  are.  especially 
when  you  are  there  ahd  in  a  better  position  to 
see  and  know  -things  than  I  am  from  here. 
However,  if  at  any  time  I  get  any  tips  I  shall  be 
glad  to  let  you  know.” 

Under  date  of  October  24th  I  received  the  following 
telegra  m: 

"Letter  received.  Slow  progress  if  any.” 

t  Signed  )  John  R.  Sower. 

On  October  27th  1  received  a  telephone  call  from 
Mr.  Jno.  H.  Edwards  (Collinsville.  Ill.).  President 
of  the  old  Board  of  Governors,  advising  me  that  he 
had  just  received  a  telegram  from  Mr.  Moran  and 
Mr.  Sower  which  read  as  follows: 

“Come  at  once.  Important.” 

^  Mr.  J.  H.  Edwards  asked  my  opinion  and  advice 
concerning  same.  I  informed  him  that  I  would  not 
advise  anyone  to  go  anywhere  on  a  telegram  so  in¬ 
definite  and  that  he  should  wire  Messrs.  Moran  U 
Sower  asking  for  further  details.  To  this  Mr.  Ed¬ 
wards  replied  that  he  had  wired  Messrs.  Moran  U 
Sower  and  was  expecting  some  definite  reply  and 
would  call  me  on  the  'phone  as  soon  as  he  received 
same. 

On  October  29th  I  received  a  telephone  call  from 
John  H.  Edwards  stating  that  from  what  he  could 
gather  from  the  message  received  from  Messrs.  Moran 
U  Sower,  things  were  not  woiking  suiisfatioiiiy  in 
New  York  and  that  they  desired  his  presence,  think¬ 
ing  that  he  might  be  influential  in  straightening  mat¬ 
ters  out.  He  also  stated  that  he  received  a  communica¬ 


tion  from  one  of  the  other  representatives  which  was 
very  encouraging.  At  this  time.  Mr.  John  H.  Ed¬ 
wards  insisted  that  1  go  to  New  York  if  at  all  pos¬ 
sible  and  investigate.  A  few  hours  later  under  the 
same  date  1  received  the  following  telegram: 

"Come  at  once.  Wire  train  so  we  can  meet  you.” 

(Signed)  Moran  U  Sower, 

Martinique  Hotel 
1  immediately  replied  as  follows: 

"Have  no  authority  to  spend  association 
money  to  come.  Executive  Committee  meets 
Saturday.  Will  bring  it  before  them.  Send 
night  letter  giving  reasons  and  particulars  for 
wanting  me.  Can't  come  unless  it  is  very  urgent 
and  even  then  must  take  time  to  arrange  my 
business." 

(Signed)  William  S.  Edwards. 

To  this  I  received  a  reply  on  October  29th  as 
follows: 

"Call  us  on  telephone  at  midnight  tonight." 

(Signed)  S  8  M 

I  complied  with  their  request,  putting  in  the  call 
at  midnight  and  was  unable  to  communicate  with 
them  until  2:25  A.  M..  October  30th  at  which  time 
I  talked  directly  with  both  Moran  U  Sower  for  a 
period  of  fifteen  minutes.  The  gist  of  the  conversa¬ 
tion  was  that  they.  Messrs.  Moran  U  Sower,  were 
dissatisfied  with  the  way  things  were  going  and  mis¬ 
trusted  to  such  an  extent  that  they  thought  it  ad¬ 
visable  for  me  to  come  to  New  York  immediately: 
they  stated  that  the  whole  affair  had  terminated  into 
a  political  ring  in  which  both  of  them  (Messrs. 
Moran  U  Sower)  were  left  out.  They  also  stated 
that  money  was  being  expended  in  a  most  unsatis¬ 
factory  manner.  I  informed  them  that  I  would  bring 
this  matter  before  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Mid-West  on  October  31st.  I  not  being  authorized 
to  take  any  action  and  not  wishing  to  take  it  upon 
myse;f. 

On  the  above  mentioned  date,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  met  at  Cincinnati — at  the  Grand  Hotel — and 
the  matter  was  laid  in  detail  before  them.  During 
the  session  I  received  the  following  telegram: 

"In  the  presence  of  one  Mid-West  delegate. 
Stump.  P.  M.  Carlisle.  McNeil  and  self  Webb 
admitted  no  conference  has  been  held  today  with 
representatives  of  opposing  party." 

(Signed)  C.  F.  Moran. 

This  I  read  to  the  Committee:  the  Committee  de¬ 
bated  for  a  considerable  period  of  time  as  to  just 
what  action  to  take,  it  being  rather  expensive  to  send 
a  person  to  investigate  when  other  representatives 
had  been  informing  us  that  all  was  going  well. 

The  Executive  Committc  finally  decided  that  if 
they  failed  to  heed  the  requests  of  Moran  U  Sower 
iliac  in  the  event  things  were  not  satisfactory  there 
would  be  many  fingers  pointing  at  the  Executive 
Committee,  saying: 
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-You  were  warned.” 


Thus  it  was  asked  that  I  make  arrangements  with 
my  employers  tor  a  few  days  off  duty  and  hasten  to 
New  York  to  make  an  investigation. 

In  the  evening  following  the  Committee  meeting  1 
received  the  following  telegram: 

“Owing  to  delay  in  coming  we  think  it  not 
necessary  at  least  for  the  present.  No  conference 
of  our  representatives  and  attorney  as  expected 
today.  Some  representatives  have  left.  Assess¬ 
ment  made  by  Finance  Committee  not  con¬ 
firmed  as  a  body.  Notices  we  understand  are  in 
the  mail.  Nothing  in  Legal  Department  re¬ 
ported  regarding  estate.  Would  suggest  you 
withhold  financial  aid  temporarily.” 

(Signed)  Moran  &  Sower. 

I  informed  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  tele¬ 
gram  and  was  instructed  to  withhold  a  check  for 
S 1  28^.00.  a  balance  payment  of  our  per  capita,  to 
the  Consolidated  Associations  until  I  was  entirely 
satisfied  that  everything  was  O.  K.  Later  in  the 
evening  of  the  same  date  I  received  the  following  tele¬ 
gram:  .  . 

“Send  night  letter  giving  lull  report  of  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  meeting  held  today.” 

(Signed)  Moran  &  Sower. 

The  following  was  my  immediate  reply: 

“Executive  Committee  authorized  me  to 
make  thorough  investigations  of  conditions  be¬ 
fore  signing  check  of  per  capita  and  to  go  to 
New  York  last  of  week  if  necessary.  Very 
anxious  to  support  the  work  if  everything  is 
O.  K.  Have  reports  from  others  praising  the 
work  there.  Fail  to  understand  your  predica¬ 
ment." 

(Signed)  William  S.  Edwards. 

On  November  1st  I  received  the  following  tele¬ 
gram: 

“Welcome  immediate  investigation.  Advise 
when  to  expect  you.” 

(Signed)  Moran  &  Sower. 

Not  being  able  to  arrange  with  my  employer  to 
leave  before  November  5th  l  wired  Messrs.  .Moran  & 
Sower  on  November  4th  at  6:00  o'clock  A.  M.  as 
follows: 

“Arrive  eight  thirty  A.  M.,  Friday.  Penn¬ 
sylvania  train.”  (Signed)  William  Edwards. 


On  my  arrival  in  New  York,  both  Messrs.  Moran 
&  Sower  were  at  the  Pennsylvania  Station  and  we 
went  direct  to  their  room  in  the  Martinique  Hotel 
where  I  dug  into  matters  as  far  as  possible,  ascertain¬ 
ing  the  cause  of  the  alarm  and  obtained  full  details 
of  their  complaints  which  were  that  the  whole  affair 
was  being  conducted  as  a  political  gang  and  they  were 
both  left  ou'r.  and  that  money  was  being  expended 
for  genealogical  work  which  they  deemed  unneces¬ 
sary.  .1  hen  there  was  an  undesirable  person  connected 
with  the  work  and  then  they  mistrusted  statements 
made  by  Mr.  Webb  that  he  had  filed  certain  docu¬ 
ments.  I  informed  Messrs.  Moran  &  Sower  that  I 
had  come  to  “cut  wood  and  that  I  did  not  care  where 
the  chips  fell;"  that  I  had  always  had  the  highest 
opinion  of  both  men  also  of  Attorney  Webb,  our 
representative  Mr.  Stump  and  several  others  but  that 
since  I  was  there  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  that 
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I  intended  to  do  so  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  let 
the  blame  rest  where  it  would. 

Wishing  to  do  some  of  the  investigating  without 
having  my  presence  known  in  New  York  I  imme¬ 
diately  called  at  the  McAlpin  Hotel  where  representa¬ 
tive  Stump  was  stopping,  leaving  the  following  mes¬ 
sage: 

"Wish  to  see  you  on  important  business  at 

1  :00  o'clock.”  (Signed)  Mr.  Williams. 

I  left  Moran  &  Sower  at  the  Martinique  Hotel  at 
12:45  and  at  1  :00  o’clock  I  gave  Mr.  Stump  one  of 
the  greatest  surprises  of  his  life.  I  had  him  to  himself 
where  I  might  talk  to  him  and  he  not  knowing  that 
1  had  talked  to  any  oilier  person  and  not  even  know¬ 
ing  that  I  had  intended  coming  east.  I  found  that 
some  of  the  complaints  of  Messrs.  Moran  &  Sower 
had  some  foundations,  viz.  that  the  Genealogical 
Committee. has  been  created  and  that  Mr.  Stump  has 
voted  against  it  and  was  not  in  favor  of  it  but  that 
some  of  the  other  representatives  had  overruled  and 
that  the  above  mentioned  committee  was  at  that  time 
carrying  on  their  work  in  New  York  City  which  was 
very  expensive. 

I  was  also  informed  that  Mrs.  G.  S.  Walrath  was  a 
member  of  this  Committee  and  that  she  also  had 
every  opportunity  of  gaining  inside  information 
which  did  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Mid- 
West  Association  since  she  at  one  time  had  been  a 
member  of  our  association  and  our  past  experience 
had  taught  us  not  to  affiliate  with  her. 

A  conference  was  to  be  held  at  1:30  at  the  McAl¬ 
pin  Hotel:  this  conference  was  chiefly  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  of  the  consolidated  associations.  I 
went  to  the  McAlpin  Hotel  and  gave  some  more  peo¬ 
ple  a  little  surprise.  I  was  welcomed  into  the  meeting 
and  sat  through  a  part  of  the  meeting  after  which  1 
looked  up  Attorney  Webb  and  had  a  long  interview 
with  him.  I  had  every  opportunity  to  carry  on  a 
satisfactory  investigation  since  no  one  was  expecting 
me  and  no  one  knew  that  I  had  talked  previously  to 
anybody  else. 

At  this  time  I  am  going  to  set  forth  a  portion  of 
the  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  consolidated  associations  which  met  November 
2nd  at  3:00  P.  M.,  giving  the  high  spots  of  the 
business. 

Pursuant  to  a  call  of  Mr.  G.  Reddish.  President  of 
the  Colorado  Edwards  Heirs  Association.  Inc.,  of 
Denver.  Colorado,  certain  representatives,  members  of 
recognized  organizations  in  the  Edwards  Heirs  Con¬ 
solidation  hereinafter  mentioned  assembled  in  room 
1433  McAlpin  Hotel,  New  York  City  on  Novembe 
2nd.  1925  at  3:00  P.  M. 

Mr.  G.  Reddish  acting  as  temporary  Chairman 
called  the  meeting  to  order  and  briefly  set  forth  the 
object  of  the  meeting  and  among  other  things  stated 
that  he  believed  it  advisable  to  organize  our  body  into 
a  working  unit  composed  of  duly  authorized  Rep¬ 
resentatives  from  accredited  Organizations  that  have 
entered  into  a  written  contract  with  Joel  F.  Webb 
our  General  Counsel  of  Birmingham,  Alabama.  And 
that  a  permanent  organization  should  now  be  effected 
and  that  he  would  entertain  nominations  for  the 
various  Officers.  The  following  were  elected:

President

Association  of  Michigan  stated  that  he  had  prepared 
the  following  resolution  and  offered  it  at  this  time 
which  was  as  follows: 

"  I  hat  this  Executive  Committee  of  Edwards 
Heirs  Consolidated  shall  consist  only  of  one 
duly  authorized  representative  from  each  Or¬ 
ganization  in  the  Consolidation  which  has  en¬ 
tered  into  a  written  Contract  with  our  General 
Counsel  Joel  F.  Webb  of  Birmingham.  Alabama 
and  the  following  persons  shall  constitute  said 
Committee.

Resolved  Further,  that  each  committeeman  in 
the  event  of  his  absence  shall  have  the  right  to 
delegate  in  writing  a  substitute  who  shall  work 
in  harmony  with  the  other  members  of  this 
Committee,  however,  such  substitute  shall  be 
an  accredited  Representative  of  the  Consolida¬ 
tion. 

Resolved  Further,  that  this  Committee  shall 
WHAT  CAN  WB  DO? 

Wc  cannot  run  this  old  world.  Wc  cannot  change  a  law  of 
the  universe,  nor  control  the  planets  as  they,  roll  on  in  their  or- 
bits  to  the  end  of  time.  The  glory  of  the  sun  and  the  grandeur 
of  the  stars  are  beyond  our  ken  or  comprehension.  We  cannot  , 
add  to  the  fragrance  of  the  rose  nor  detract  from  the  beauty 
ot  the  inmost  tints  of  the  lilac  blossom.  With  nature  and  na-  i 
ture's  God  wc  poor,  weak  creatures  can  little  interfere,  nor  are 
we  of  much  moment  or  consideration. 

But  to  the  lives  of  our  fellow  men  wc  are  all  in  all.  How 
much  love.  joy.  and  sunshine,  peace,  happiness  and  glory,  we  i 
could  bring  to  the  hearts  of  those  about  us  if  wc  would  but 
try.  ll  wc  would  displace  Selfishness  by  Generosity.  Slander  by 
Praise.  Lies  by  Truth.  Hatred  by  Love,  and  tear  from  our  bosoms 
the  demons  of  Greed  and  Jealousy.  Avarice  and  Ignorance,  we 
could  make  this  old  world  a  fit  habitation  for  God's  noblest 
handiwork:  and  by  lives  of  righteousness  bring  tears  of  joy  to 
the  eyes  of  Him  who  broke  bread  with  beggars,  slept  in  the  bush 
and  sweat  blood  in  the  garden  of  Gcthscmane.  that  the  thieves, 
crooks  and  grafters  of  this  planet  might  have  a  chance  tor  eternal  ! 
life. 

This  is  what  we  can  do!  Suppose  wc  try. 
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have  the  right  and  is  hereby  empowered  to 
create  and  appoint  such  Committee  from  time 
to  time  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  and  do 
hereby  confirm  the  election  of  the  Genealogical 
Committee  previously  elected,  namely:  W.  T. 
Edwards.  Arthur  Edwards  and  R.  C.  Edwards. 

A  motion  to  adopt  the  above  resolution  was  made 
by  Mr.  A.  F.  Butlin  and  duly  seconded  by  P.  M. 
Carlisle.  After  some  discussion  the  motion  was  stated 
by  the  Chair  and  carried  by  unanimous  vote. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Stump  and  duly  seconded 
that  it  is  decreed  by  this  body  that  no  information 
pertaining  to  the  work  of  the  Committee  be  given 
out  by  any  member  of  this  Committee  except  upon 
a  majority  vote  of  the  Committee.  Motion  stated 
and  carried  unanimously. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  that  a  copy  of 
the  minutes  of  this  meeting  be  furnished  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  Executive  Committee  and  that  he  be 
authorized  to  forward  same  to  his  Organization. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Stump  and  duly  seconded 
by  P.  M.  Carlisle  that  all  future  meetings  of  this 
Executive  Committee  be  held  at  such  time  and  place 
as  shall  be  designated  upon  the  call  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  or  a  majority  of  its  members. 

Upon  motion  by  S.  M.  Stump  duly  seconded  by 
Arthur  Edwards  the  meeting  adjourned  to  November 
5th.  1925.  at  9  A.  M.  Carried.” 

A  portion  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  No¬ 
vember  4th  were  as  follows: 

‘‘Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman  and 
roll  call  showed  all  members  present. 

‘The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  previous  meeting 
were  dispensed  with. 

‘‘The  Chairman  opened  the  meeting  by  stating 
that  there  had  been  considerable  controversy  over  the 
action  of  one  of  our  delegates  and  he  felt  that  this 
matter  should  be  taken  up  and  disposed  of  first. 

‘‘After  a  general  discussion  as  to  what  had  been 
said  and  done  Mr.  P.  M.  Carlisle  moved  that  Mrs. 
Walrath  be  asked  to  come  before  the  Board  and  to 
answer  certain  questions  and  to  make  an  explanation 
of  her  actions  in  certain  regards  since  her  arrival  in 
New  York.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and 
carried  unanimously. 

•‘‘  The  Secretary  was  asked  to  escort  Mrs.  Walrath 
to  the  room.  Upon  her  entry  the  Board  discussed 
several  matters  with  her  of  vital  importance  relative 
to  the  work.  Mrs.  Walrath  admitted  some  of  the 
charges  but  insisted  that  her  actions  were  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  work  and  that  she  had  no  ulterior  mo¬ 
tive  in  doing  and  saying  the  things  complained  of 
which  were  objectionable  to  the  committee.  Ali  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  committee  expressed  themselves  quite 
freely  and  emphasized  the  vital  necessity  of  our 
loyalty  to  the  cause  and  united  action  and  demanded 
that  Mrs.  Walrath  should  conduct  her  activities  in 
the  future  in  a  manner  that  would  not  hazard  the 
interest  of  the  cause  in  any  manner,  to  all  of  which 
she  agreed  and  pledged  herself  together  will  all  those 
present,  namely:  Mr.  Reddish.  Mr.  Stump.  Mr.  But¬ 
lin.  Arthur  Edwards.  W.  T.  Edwards.  R.  C.  Ed¬ 
wards.  P.  M.  Carlisle,  and  Mrs.  Walrath.  that  she 
and  they  would  not  discuss  any  matter  pertaining  to 
the  work  of  this  committee  and  our  delegates  with 
any  one  whomsoever  except  those  matters  that  were 
approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  publica- 
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tion  and  to  be  imparted  to  the  members  of  our  various 
organizations. 

“The  matter  of  procuring  suitable  rooms  for  a  ; 
permanent  location  for  our  Genealogical  Committee 
was  considered  and  referred  to  Mr.  Reddish.  W.  T. 
Edwards.  Arthur  Edwards,  and  R.  C.  Edwards  to 
report  back  later. 

“It  was  suggested  by  the  Chairman  that  this  Com¬ 
mittee  should  hold  its  meeting  hereafter  in  the  eve¬ 
nings  in  order  that  they  may  not  conflict  or  interfere  j 
with  the  work  of  the  Genealogical  Committee  which 
was  concurred  in  by  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee." 

The  portion  of  the  minutes  of  November  15th 
were  as  follows: 

“.Yea’  Business— —The  chairman  advanced  a  prop-  i 
osition  to  remove  the  work  of  the  Genealogical  Com¬ 
mittee  to  some  point  other  than  New  York  City. 

“T  he  reasons  for  the  advantages  and  disadvantages 
of  the  proposition  were  presented  and  discussed  at 
considerable  length,  resulting  in  a  motion  to  defer  ! 
action  on  the  matter  until  the  next  meeting." 

The  following  is  a  partial  report  of  the  Executive  ! 
Committee  meeting  held  at  1:30  P.  M.  on  November  i 
6th  and  was  the  meeting  above-mentioned  in  my  re-  j 
port  at  which  time  I  walked  in  so  unexpectedly. 

“The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman 
Reddish  at  1:30  P.  M. 

“The  roll  call  showed  the  following  members 
present:  W.  T.  Edwards.  R.  C.  Edwards.  Arthur 
Edwards.  E.  F.  Butlin,  G.  Reddish.  S.  M.  Stump  and 
P.  M.  Carlisle:  with  two  visitors.  Felix  Carlisle. 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Greenville. 

S.  C.  and  W.  S.  Edwards.  President  of  the  Mid-West 
Edwards  Heirs  Association.  Lockland,  Ohio. 

“The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
meeting  were  deferred. 

‘'Unfinished  Business — The  matter  of  transferring 
the  location  of  the  work  of  the  Genealogical  Com¬ 
mittee  to  other  quarters  was  again  taken  up  and  given 
serious  consideration  with  Messrs.  P.  M.  Carlisle,  E. 

F.  Butlin.  S.  M.  Stump.  W.  T.  Edwards,  and  G. 
Reddish  favoring  the  proposition  and  R.  C.  Edwards 
and  Arthur  Edwards  opposing. 

“Mr.  Carlisle  stated  among  other  things  that  by 
moving  the  work  of  the  Genealogical  Committee,  to 
Birmingham.  Ala.,  the  cost  could  be  reduced  fully  one 
half:  and.  in  addition  thereto  could  obtain  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  Mr.  Webb's  stenographer  without  cost  to  the 
Comittce  who  was  a  high  class  stenographer,  typist 
and  office  manager  with  considerable  experience  in 
Genealogical  work.  The  office  Tent  would  be  nom¬ 
inal. 

“Mr.  Reddish  argued  in  favor  of  the  change  be¬ 
cause  of  certain  conditions  which  has  arisen  which 
was  decidedly  detrimental  to  the  work  and  the  har¬ 
mony  of  the  Committee  at  the  present  location.  Be-  I 
sides  he  was/ sure  that  there  would  be  necessarily 
hundreds  of  letters  to  be  written  in  connection  with 
this  work  which  facilities  we  did  not  now  possess  and 
which  would  be  available  under  the  proposed  change. 

“Mr.  Butlin  argued  that  the  financial  burden  un¬ 
der  the  present  arrangement  was  entirely  out  of  pro¬ 
portion  with  the  results  obtained  and  that  our  people 
would  not  be  willing  to  stand  the  enormous  expense 
entailed  by  having  the  work  done  here. 

“Mr.  Arthur  Edwards  objected  to  the  change  at 


this  time  insisting  that  we  should  try  and  find  cheap¬ 
er  quarters  elsewhere  in  the  city  and  continue  the 
work  here,  as  he  had  come  prepared  with  that  idea 
in  mind  and  could  not  and  would  not  consent  to 
leaving  here  now. 

"Mr.  R.  C.  Edwards  voiced  practically  the  same 
sentiments  as  Mr.  Arthur  Edwards  and  staled  that 
he  proposed  to  remain  in  New  York  City  until  the 
Estate  matter  was  settled  one  way  or  the  other. 

“During  the  course  of  the  discussion  it  was  stated 
that  it  was  the  desire  of  Mr.  Joel  F.  Webb  that  both 
Mr.  R.  C.  Edwards  and  Arthur  Edwards  remain  in 
New  York  City  as  he  would  have  occasion  to  confer 
with  them  from  time  to  time,  as  they  were  both 
members  of  the  Executive  Comittee. 

“Mr.  Stump  stared  that  there  were  many  reasons 
why  this  change  should  be  made  at  the  earliest  pos¬ 
sible  moment,  among  those  reasons  primarily  was  the 
fact  that  the  Genealogical  Committee  had  already 
furnished  Mr.  Webb  with  all  of  the  historical  data 
that  they  had  to  offer  him  and  that  the  work  was 
causing  too  much  confusion  and  interference  with 
Mr.  Webb's  plans  of  procedure  and  that  it  was  now 
necessary  to  leave  him  free  to  act  and  to  put  into 
motion  the  machinery  which  he  has  been  preparing 
in  this  great  movement. 

“W.  T.  Edwards.  Chairman  of  the  Genealogical 
Committee  expressed  himself  as  being  heartily  in  f 
vor  of  moving  the  work  of  the  Committee  to  any 
other  place,  and  would  not  direct  the  work  further 
under  the  present  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

“It  was  moved  by  E.  F.  Butlin  and  seconded  by  P. 
M.  Carlisle  that  the  Genealogical  Office  in  New  York 
City  be  closed  at  once  and  be  re-opened  at  the  earliest 
date  possible  at  Birmingham.  Ala.  The  Chairman 
stated  the  motion  after  considerable  discussion  and 
the  roll  was  called  on  the  motion  resulting  as  follows: 
Messrs.  P.  M.  Carlisle.  E.  F.  Butlin,  G.  Reddish.  \V. 
T.  Edwards,  and  S.  M.  Stump  voting  for  the  motion. 
Messrs.  Arthur  Edwards  and  R.  C.  Edwards  against 
the  motion.  The  Chairman  declared  the  motion 
carried. 

“Messrs  Arthur  and  R.  C.  Edwards  reserving  the 
right  to  continue  the  Genealogical  work  of  their  own 
Association  members  at  their  own  expense  in  New 
York  City,  which  was  agreeable  with  the  rest  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

“iYeu’  Business — Complaint  was  again  lodged 
with  the  Executive  Committc  against  one  Mrs.  Wal- 
rath.  After  some  discussion  she  was  asked  to  appear 
before  the  Board  in  person  to  defend  herself  against 
certain  accusations.  After  appearing  and  stating  her 
side  of  the  case  she  was  excused  and  the  following 
resolution  was  offered: 

“Resolved.  That  Mrs.  Lucy  K.  Walrath  (Mrs.  G. 
Walrath)  is  hereby  absolutely  and  permanently  ex¬ 
cluded  from  affiliation  with  'authority’  or  participa¬ 
tion  in  any  of  the  affairs  of  the  Edwards  Estate  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  Organizations  or  Associations  united 
under  the  Edwards  Heirs  Consolidated,  (except  that 
her  activities  be  confined  solely  to  her  own  Organiza¬ 
tion,  the  Central  Edwards  Heirs  Association  of  Point 
Pleasant,  W.  Va.) 

“The  above  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  unani¬ 
mous  vote. 

“The  matter  of  financing  the  work,  of  the  Gen¬ 
ealogical  Committee  was  deferred  to  a  later  meeting. 
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"Upon  motion  duly  seconded  nnd  carried  the  meet¬ 
ing  adjourned  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair.” 

In  the  evening  of  November  6th  I  was  invited  to 
a  conference  of  the  Executive  Committee  but  before 
being  permitted  to  attend  same  1  was  required  to  take 
a  solemn  obligation  not  to  reveal  in  any  manner  or 
form  any  of  the  plans  or  contemplations  of  the  Com-  • 
.mittee  concerning  the  work  in  New- York.  I  realized 
that  1  had  no  right  to  attend  such  a  meeting,  not  be¬ 
ing  the  duly  authorized  representative  of  the-  Mid- 
West  Association  but  being  there  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  I  did  not  refuse  when  I  was  given  the 
opportunity  of  sitting  in.  I  was  also  informed  that 
1  was  given  this  opportunity  because  I  had  been  sent  j 
to  do  investigating. 

1  am  very  much  satisfied  with  the  plans  that  have 
been  laid  and  with  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Webb 
contemplates  handling  the  case.  I  believe  it  is  the  only 
solution  by  which  we  may  attain  a  definite  result. 
This  result  may  not  be  the  most  satisfactory  but  I 
am  inclined  to  think  from  what  I  saw  and  heard 
and  have  reasoned  out  that  the  Edwards  people  are 
in  a  better  position  at  this  time  to  receive  that  which 
rightfully  belongs  to  them  than  they  ever  have  been 
in  the  past:  and.  I  also  wish  to  say  that  if  our  plans 
fail  1  do  believe  that  it  would  be  very  unwise  to  at¬ 
tempt  the  recovery  again. 

Now.  in  regard  to  complaints;  I  wish  to  say  that 
in  my  opinion,  the  two  representatives  were  justified 
in  their  complaint  regarding  the  vast  expenditures  of  i 
money  in  genealogical  work,  at  the  present  time  but  ! 
since  at  the  time  this  was  passed  upon  by  the  Com-  i 
mittee  there  were  many  who  could  not  see  as  I  did  but  | 
later  on  realized  that  the  expense  of  the  work  could  I 
be  cut  down  considerably  by  removing  the  headquar¬ 
ters  to  Birmingham  and  cutting  down  the  force  and 
achieving  fully  as  much  as  they  would  have  under 
the^brfginal  plan. 

I  also  wish  to  disagree  with  the  two  representatives 
regarding  the  political  gang:  I  found  upon  investiga¬ 
tion  that  Mr.  Moran  had  quite  a  few  papers  in  the 
form  of  data,  records,  genealogies,  etc.  which  he  re- 
tused  to  submit  to  the  Committee  for  their  use  or 
even  give  them  a  copy  of  same,  thus  he  was  not  left 
out  but  merely  shut  himself  out. 

Mr.  Sower  nor  Mr.  Moran — neither  of  which  were 
representatives  of  the  Mid-West — were  obliged  to  see  \ 
the  matter  in  the  same  light  that  I  did  and  in  the  I 
same  light  that  all  others  who  were  not  representa¬ 
tives  did.  I  therefore  advised  them  to  return  to  their 
respective  councils  as  I  felt  that  they  were  no  more 
needed  there  than  I  was. 

I  did  not  find  any  grounds  for  the  accusation  i 
against  Mr.  Webb. 

Neither  did  I  find  any  grounds  for  the  accusations 
against  any  of  the  Committee  excepting  that  of  Mrs. 
Walrath.' 

I  have  only  the  highest  regard  for  all  that  are 
directly  connected  with  the  work  in  New  York  and 
before  leaving  was  thoroughly  satisfied  that  I  was 
justified  in  signing  the  check  for  the  balance  of  our 
per  capita  of  $1285.00  which  I  feel  sure  will  be  used 
in  the  proper  manner.

He  served  six  years,  and  at  the  termination  of  his 
service,  he  was  with  the  Clark  Expedition,  and  was  discharged 
at  Detroit.

,  under  Colonel  Talbot  in  the  second  war  with  England. 

He  was  married  twice — his  first  wife  was  Sarah  Grant.  The 
exact  date  and  locality  where  this  marriage  took  place  is  not 
known.  They  had  four  children:  Elizabeth.  Ephcnia.  Pcrcilla 
and  Mearditb.  His  second  wife  was  Sarah  Small.  They  were 
married  January  5th.

Elizabeth,  not  getting  along  with  her  stepmother,  was  given 
a  home  with  her  stepmother's  mother,  and  as  she  grew  into 
womanhood,  she  married  under  the  name  Elizabeth  Edwards 
Small.

Greeting: 


Your  Board  of  Administrators  met  in  Birmingham  February  22nd  upon  call.  After 
a  week's  deliberation  and  investigation,  we  are  pleased  to  advise  you  of  our  conclusions. 

We  find  that  an  immense  amount  of  work  has  been  accomplished  by  and  through 
Mr.  Webb’s  office  since  his  return  from  New  York.  There  was  considerable  trouble  and 
discord  in  ranks  of  a  few  local  organizations  throughout  the  country  which  necessitated  a 
great  deal  of  work  and  careful  handling;  all  of  which  diverted  Mr.  Webb's  time  and  atten¬ 
tion  from  the  more  important  things  with  which  he  should  have  been  engaged  in  prepar¬ 
ing  himself  for  the  return  to  New  York. 

We  are  glad  to  report  to  you.  however,  that  these  discordant  conditions  have  been 
harmonized  after  long  and  patient  effort,  and  the  decks  are  now  cleared  for  further  and 
still  greater  and  more  important  work. 

The  genealogical  work  has  been  reorganized  by  iMr.  Webb,  who  has  engaged  the  serv¬ 
ices  of  a  Mr.  Phillips,  who  is  thoroughly  competent  to  supervise  and  handle  this  impor¬ 
tant  part  of  our  case.  Practically  all  of  our  people  have  now  arranged  with  Mr.  Webb  to 
handle  their  genealogies  and  already  sent  them  in.  This  relieves  us  of  further  anxiety 
upon  this  point. 

The  work  of  preparing  the  supplemental  list  of  names  for  filing  with  the  Court  is 
almost  complete.  The  handling  of  the  preliminaries  of  our  case  will  be  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Webb  and  the  Board  of  Administrators.  The  Administrators,  on  accounr  of  the 
expense,  will  doubtless  work  in  relays,  keeping  a  majority  of  them  in  New  York  with 
Mr.  Webb  at  all  times. 

Owing  to  the  peculiar  and  extraordinary  situation  we  are  required  to  labor  under,  it  is 
imperative  that  the  preliminary  work  be  carried  on  quietly  and  with  as  few  as  possible, 
without  any  interference  from  the  field.  Our  members  should  be  instructed  not  to  trouble 
Mr.  Webb  nor  the  Administrators  with  letters  or  telegrams  or  requests  for  interviews,  but 
to  direct  all  communications  for  information  to  their  local  officers  who  will  be  kept  fully 
advised  of  the  progress  made  by  those  in  charge  of  the  work.  When  negotiations  have 
reached  that  point  where  a  definite  proposition  is  made  for  a  settlement  upon  any  terms,  all 
associations  under  the  Consolidation  will  be  notified  in  due  time,  and  requested  to  send 
duly  authorized  representatives  to  assemble  in  a  general  meeting  to  pass  upon  the  questions 
for  their  members.  Your  Administrators  do  not  wish  and  would  not  care  to  assume  the 
grave  responsibility  of  accepting  or  rejecting  any  proposition  that  may  be  presented  for 
settlement  of  this  vast  estate  on  behalf  of  the  heirs:  but  they  as  officers  of  the  Court  must 
conduct  these  negotiations.  We  are  expecting  to  return  to  New  York  early  in  March,  1926. 

The  officers  of  the  various  locals  are  requested  to  convey  the  contents  of  this  commu¬ 
nication  to  all  their  members  at  their  earliest  convenience.

As  to  the  existence  of  this  Robert  Edwards,  there 
is  not  a  shadow  of  a  doubt.  Robert  was  fined  in 
1735  fifty  pounds  of  tobacco  for  failure  to  attend 
church  which  was  caused  to  be  assessed  by  his  own  : 
father  and  which  is  recorded  in  St.  Stephen’s  Parish  ! 
church  record.  North  Unberland  County.  Virginia,  j 
now  on  file  at  Virginia  State  Library.  Richmond.  ! 
Virginia.  This  record  1  saw  myself.  After  this  he 
quit  the  state  and  followed  the  sea. 

John  and  Robert  were  together  in  St.  Mary’s  Co., 
Maryland,  in  1746,  and  witnessed  a  will  dated  May 
3.  1746.  John  patented  land  in  St.  Mary’s  County. 
Maryland,  which  is  just  across  the  Potomac  from 
North  Umberland  Co..  Virginia,  in  1737,  which 
patent  is  on  record  in  land  office.  Annapolis.  Mary¬ 
land.  and  this  was  conveyed  by  John  to  Jonathan 
July  22.  1768.  The  same  was  conveyed  by  Jonathan 
to  Thomas  Bond  on  the  7th  day  of  March.  1789. 
which  mentions  John  as  his  father,  a  photostat  copy 
of  which  I  have.  Jonathan  moved  from  there  to 
Loudoun  County,  Virginia,  and  settled  on  land 
granted  to  Robert  Edwards  the  15th  day  of  June. 
1751.  by  King  George  the  II.  which  land  Jonathan 
•  Edwards  occupied  on  a  99  year  lease  given  by  Robert 
Edwards,  until  the  time  of  his  death  which  was  in 
1810.  Extract  from  the  will  reads  as  follows: 

”1  give  to  my  wife.  Sarah,  the  lease  bonds  of  the 
plantation  on  which  I  now  reside  during  her 
natural  life,  after  her  decease  I  give  the  same  to 
my  three  youngest  children,  namely,  Rebecca 
Edwards,  Joseph  Edwards  and  Sarah  Edwards.’’ 
After  legacies  to  the  other  children,  he  knowing  at 
that  time  that  Robert  Edwards  was  dead  and  that  all 
title  remained  in  him,  there  are  also  other  tracts  of 
land  in  the  state  of  Virginia  left  in  the  same  manner 
this  was  left,  by  Robert  Edwards,  photostat  copies 
of  which  I  have. 

A  part  of  John’s  family  were  born  in  St.  Mary’s 
County.  Maryland.  I  also  have  positive  proof  that 
John  returned  to  Virginia  and  died  there  and  his  full 
family  record  is  recorded  in  St.  Stephen's  Parish 
Church  records,  which  was  the  Church  of  England  in 
that  time,  and  had  charge  of  the  enforcement  of  all 
laws  of  the  colonies. 

I  also  have  affidavits  from  people  in  Virginia  and 
Washington.  D.  C..  that  saw  old  letters,  leases  and 
documents,  yellow  with  age.  that  were  once  the 
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!  property  of  Robert  Edwards,  an  uncle  to  Jonathan. 
I  which  were  left  by  Jonathan  to  his  wife  Sarah,  by 
i  Sarah  to  her  daughter.  Mary  Edwards  Moran,  wife  of 
John  Mivert  Moran,  and  by  her  to  John  M.  Moran, 
her  son.  who  died  in  1889.  and  by  him  to  Rebecca 
Lyon,  his  niece,  who  died  in  1916,  and  by  her  to  Jen¬ 
nie  Lyon  Spicer,  her  niece,  who  is  still  living  in  Wash¬ 
ington.  D.  C.  . 

William  Edwards,  born  1616.  came  to  Virginia  in 
July.  1635,  on  a  sailing  vessel  called  "Ye  Merchants’ 
Hope"  and  was  instrumental  in  bringing  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  people  to  America  and  was  awarded  large 
areas  of  land  therefor  in  the  counties  of  James  City, 
Isle  of  Wight,  Norfolk,  and  Lancaster  County.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Virginia  House  of  Burgeses  from 
1749  to  1769,  and  had  much  to  do  with  the  early 
history  of  Virginia.  A  bond  given  by  him  in  1663  is 
recorded  in  Surrey  County,  witnessed  by  John  Wash¬ 
ington.  grandfather  of  George  Washington,  who 
came  to  America  in  1  65  5.  William  Edwards  died  in 
1697,  at  the  age  of  81  years,  and  was  succeeded  by 
his  son  William  Edwards  Jr.,  as  previously  referred 
to.  who  inherited  large  landed  estates  from  his  father. 

The  first  of  the  name  to  emigrate  to  America  was 
John  Edwards  who  settled  in  North  Umberland 
County.  Virginia,  in  1623.  and  who  died  there  leav¬ 
ing  all  his  property  to  his  widow  and  three  children 
in  London.  England,  in  extract  from  records  in  North 
Umberland  County.  Virginia,  which  I  have.  He  was 
followed  in  1635  by  his  brothers  Thomas.  Robert 
and  Richard,  who  came  on  the  "Ark  and  Dove,"  a 
sailing  vessel.  Richard  being  a  surgeon  on  same. 
Thomas  settled  in  Surrey  County,  where  he  died  in 
1702.  leaving  his  large  holdings  to  his  sons,  John, 
William  and  Thomas,  and  to  his  daughters  Sarah  and 
Elizabeth.  From  extract  of  Surrey  County  Records 
which  1  have. 

This  Robert  settled  in  West  Moreland  County. 
Virginia.  1668.  and  patented  large  body  of  land 
there.  He  died  without  issue  and  without  a  will  and 
his  nephews  Thomas  and  William  of  Surrey  County 
came  and  took  possession  of  his  land,  a  complete  rec¬ 
ord  of  which  I  have,  this  land  being  still  in  possession 
i  of  their  descendants. 

This  William  Edwards,  born  1616,  was  the  son 
of  Robert,  born  1581,  as  was  also  John.  Thomas. 
Robert,  and  Richard.  John  inherited  Edwards  Hall. 
Cardiff.  Wales,  and  was  deserted  by  him  when  he 
came  to  America  in  1623. 

This  Robert,  born  1581,  married  Ann.  daughter 
j  of  Robert  Kiffin.  of  Wales  and  died  at  Edwards  Hall. 

|  Cardiff,  Wales.  This  Robert  was  the  son  of  Edward. 
Edward  was  the  son  of  Richard,  born  1  523,  in  Som¬ 
ersetshire.  England,  and  Richard  and  Edward  were 
sons  of  Thomas  of  Llewellyn. 

A  further  reference  to  this  family  is  given  by  Cap¬ 
tain  Richard  Chancellor  of  the  Royal  Army  of  Eng¬ 
land.  who  came  to  America  in  1682  and  settled  in 
j  West  Moreland  County,  Virginia.  He  had  been  a 
i  soldier  in  the  service  of  Charles  the  II  with  the  rank  of 
1  captain,  but  being  a  zealous  Whig  devoted  to  Protes- 
l  tant  religion,  he  joined  the  pary  of  Monmouth.  Rus¬ 
sell.  Sidney,  and  others  to  raise  the  nation  in  arms 
|  against  the  encroachments  of  the  government  of 
|  Charles  II,  but  the  plot  being  discovered  Captain 
!  Chancellor  found  it  necessary  to  flee  to  save  from 
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Chairman  Board  of  Directors,  R.  R.  1,  Bo::  18, 
Shelbyville,  Indiana

S.  L.  Estes,  a  notary  public  in  and  for 
Dallas  County.  Texas,  on  this  day  personally  ap¬ 
peared  Charles'!..  Edwards  to  me  well  known,  who 
being  by  me  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  My  name 
.  is  Charles  L.  Edwards:  1  was  born  in  Monroe  Coun¬ 
ty.  Georgia,  in -August  of  the  year  1844.  and  now  in 
my  eighty-first ’year.  My  father's  name  was.  George 
W.-  Edwards:  he  was  born  in  Lincoln  County. 
.Georgia,  in  December.  1815.  and  died  in  Monroe 
County.  Georgia,  in  1  89  1  :  he  left  two  children,  my¬ 
self  and  a  sister  named  Annie,  who  married  John  W. 
Hootcn:  both  of  them  are  dead  now.  leaving  several 
children.  My  father  was  a  son  of  John  Edwards, 
who  moved  from  Lincoln  County  to  Monroe  Coun¬ 
ty.  Georgia,  about  the  year  1824.  John  Edwards, 
my  grandfather,  was  twice  married:  I  have  heard  my 
father  speak  many  times  of  three  half-brothers  by  the 
first  marriage  of  his  father:  the  names  of  these  half 
brothers  as  mentioned  by  my  father,  were  Asa.  Jack 
and  Ben.  To  my  knowledge,  there  were  two  sons 
by  the  second  marriage,  my  father  and  a  full  brother 
Charles  M;  also  three  full  sisters:  Nancy,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Thomas  M.  Speer:  Sally,  who  married  Presley 
Riddle  and  Maria,  who  married  Charles  Moore.  The 
maiden  name  of  my  grandmother  Edwards  was  Sarah 
Stuart,  who  became  the  second  wife  of  John  Ed¬ 
wards:  she  died  in  Monroe  County.  Georgia,  about 
the  year  1867.  From  my  early  childhood  until  her 
death,  my  father  lived  within  visiting  distance. — less 
than  ten  miles  from  his  mother.  At  my  grandmoth¬ 
er's  home  was  an  old  family  Bible  containing  the 
family  record.  As  usual,  it  covered  births,  marriages 
and  deaths,  beginning  with  births  of  the  heads  of  the 
family,  their  marriage,  and  followed  by  births  of 
their  children.  In  growing  up  it  was  a  pleasure  to  me 
to  visit  my  grandmother  and  1  remember  looking 
over  this  family  record  more  than  once,  the  last  time, 
when  1  was  about  grown,  in  company  with  James 
Riddle,  a  cousin,  the  son  of  my  Aunt  Sally.

Americans  could  pride  themselves  on  pedigree,  since 
many  who  had  reached  prominence  in  the  world  did 
not  know  who  their  great-grandfathers  were;  so  the 
mention  of  Solomon  Edwards  as  the  father  of  John 
Edwards,  my  grandfather,  made  an  impression  on 
my  memory.  The  date  of  the  birth  of  John  Ed¬ 
wards  was  in  the  year  1760  or  1764,  as  well  as  re¬ 
membered.  I  have  heard  my  father  state  that  his 
fathet*.'  John  Edwards,  was  a  revolutionary  soldier 
j  "when  a  young  fellow;”  also  that  his  father.  John 
Edwards,  came  to  Georgia  from  New  Berne,  North 
Carolina,  or  that  vicinity.  As  well  as  I  can  remember, 
the  death  of  my  grandfather,  John  Edwards,  is  re-

TRINITY  CHURCH 

The  picture  on  the  front  page  presents  an  inter¬ 
esting  and  impressive  sight  to  all  of  us  because  it  is 
and  lias  been  y  closely  interwoven  with  the  affairs  1 
of  Edwards  Instate  and  for  this  reason  your  editor  ! 
attempts  this  brief  article  in  an  endeavor  to  enlighten 
many  of  the  heirs  who  labor  under  the  impression 
that  the  ground  upon  which  the  historic  edifice  stands 
is  a  part  of  the  ground  we  claim  as  belonging  to  our 
no  less  historic  and  lanious  Robert  Edwards  Estate. 
Such  is  not  true,  the  ground  upon  which  it  stands  j 
only  is  the  property  ol  1  rinitv  Church. 

Many  of  the  heirs,  no  doubt,  have  visited  the  great 
City  of  New  York  and.  of  course.  Old  1  rinity  | 
Church,  because  we  cannot  associate  a  visit  to  this  i 
great  metropolis  without  a  pilgrimage  down  Wall 
Street  in  quest  of  the  dominating  tower  snuggled  i 
away  between  the  towering  buildings.  It  seems  to 
cry  out  with  a  soul  so  human,  to  the  weary,  the  un¬ 
fortunate.  the  sick  and  distressed,  to  come  unto  my 
portals  for  solace  and  rest.  'The  instinctive  philoso¬ 
phy  of  the  people  is  faith  in  God. 

Trinity  Church,  which  bears  the  distinction  of  be¬ 
ing  the  richest  church  in  America,  has  been  a  history-  | 
making  ecclesiastical  corporation  and  there  was  one  , 
time  when  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York 
was  asked  to  consider  its  affairs  as  a  corporate  body. 
And  history  reveals  to  us  that  the  distinguished  ves¬ 
trymen  and  church  officials  have  been  summoned  in 
the  courts  to  answer  to  the  charges  against  its  moral  j 
standards,  an  extraordinary  situation  in  which  to 
find  the  most  notable  church  in  America. 
a-  We  will  quote  here  the  following  from  "The  Spir¬ 
itual  Unrest.”  by  Ray  Stannard  Baker,  which  pos¬ 
sibly  has  some  bearing  upon  our  case  now  under  way 
in  the  courts  of  New  York: 

“The  Disease  of  Unearned  Property 

”A  curious,  insidious,  benumbing  disease  seems  to  j 
afflict  those  who  control  unearned  property.  Subtle 
psychological  changes  take  place  within  them.  One 
might  expect  such  men  to  say  to  themselves:  The 
people  have  endowed  us  with  special  franchise  privi¬ 
leges;  they  have  granted  us  land  to  work  with;  they 
have  built  up  this  land  and  increased  its  value;  they 
are  paying  us  a  large  yearly  income:  they  have  re¬ 
mitted  our  taxes  for  over  two  hundred  years.  We 
therefore  owe  them  the  most  enthusiastic  service,  and 
the  frankest  accounting  of  our  stewardship.  Do  they 
say  this?  Not  at  •all.  By  the  curious  psychological  1 
change  to  which  I  have  referred,  they  come  to  act  as  ; 
though  the  property  which  they  control  was  in  real¬ 
ity  their  own.  They  resent  any  questions  regarding  : 
it:  they  spend  the  income  where  and  how  they  like;  I 
they  make  no  accounting  to  anyone. 

•  "Over  and  over  again,  when  complaints  have  been 
made  of  Trinity  houses,  the  vestry  has  said: 

We  are  not  responsible:  the  land  is  leased  and 
the  building  is  owned  by  the  lessee.  We  cannot  con-  j 
trol  it.’ 

"And  yet  when  the  leases  expire,  it  lias  been,  in  i 
the  recent  past,  a  custom  of  Trinity  to  release  for  two 
vears  to  the  owner  of  the  building.  Of  course  no 
such  owner  can  afford  to  make  repairs  when  he  may  j 
lose  his  budding  in  two  years  and  he  does  as  little  ns  ' 
possible.  Trinity  thus  gets  its  land  rent,  the  land¬ 
lord  gets  his  house  rent — and  the  tenant  who  pays  ! 


the  bills  gets  just  as  bad  a  place  to  live  in  as  the 
Board  of  Health  will  permit.” 

"The  Spiritual  Unrest”  is  a  most  interesting  book 
anti  while  I  have  quoted  only  such  few  words  that 
might  bear  directly  upon  our  side  of  the  question, 
yet.  it  goes  on  to  give  the  wide  and  varied  services 
rendered  bv  Trinity,  for  the  good  of  social  and  civic 
affairs  of  the  great  City  of  New  York. 

One  of  the  most  impressive  and  powerful  appeals 
was  a  poem  written  for  the  New  York  hveniny  Post 
by  the  late  Richard  Watson  Gilder.  It  was  called 
“Lines  on  the  Proposed  Demolition  of  St.  John’s 
Chapel.”  It  is  published  here: 

Lines  on  the  Proposed  Demolition  of  St. 

John’s  Chapel 
By  Richard  Watson  Gilder 
Guardians  of  a  holy  trust 
Who.  in  your  rotting  tenements. 

Housed  the  people,  till  the  offense 
Rose  to  the  Heaven  of  the  Just — 

Guardians  of  an  ancient  trust 
Who.  lately,  from  these  little  ones 
Dashed  the  cup  of  water!  now 
Bind  new  laurels  to  your  brow. 

Fling  to  earth  these  sacred  stones. 

Give  the  altar  to  the  dust! 

Here  the  poor  and  friendless  come — 

Desolate  the  templed  home 
Of  the  Friendless  and  the  poor, 

That  your  laurels  may  be  sure! 

Here  beside  the  frowning  walls 
Where  no  more  the  wood-bird  calls, 

Where  once  the  little  children  played. 

Whose  paradise  ye  have  betrayed. 

Here  let  the  temple  low  be  laid. 

Here  bring  the  altar  to  the  dust — 

Guardians  of  a  holy  trust! 

Another  little  bit  of  interesting  history  you  will 
enjoy  reading  is  that  in  1697  a  franchise  was  granted 
to  Trinity  to  build  a  church  "situate  in  or  near  the 
street  called  Broadway.”  and  it  was  to  be  "for  the 
use  and  behoof  of  the  inhabitants  from  time  to  time 
inhabiting  or  to  inhabit  within  our  City  of  New 
York,  in  communion  of  our  protestant  church  of 
England.” 

But  we,  as  interested  parties,  shall  not  find  time  to 
criticise  for  there  must  be  in  the  heart  of  all  mankind 
a  desire  to  be  what  God  would  have  us  be  and  merit 
the  comforting  words  of  our  Father  on  Judgment 
Day,  "Son,  thou  art  ever  with  me.  and  all  that  I  have 
is  thine.”  . . 


AND  THE  WORST  OF  IT  IS,  IT’S  TRUE 
Picturesque  this  sort  of  thing  certainly  must  have 
been.  It  could,  if  there  had  been  a  sudden  bad  storm, 
become  adventurous.  I  don’t  mean  for  a  moment 
that  there  aren't  tremendously  exciting  and  stirring 
occasions  in  the  life  of  us  Edwards.  There  are. 

I  didn't  expect  to  say  anything  like  this  when  I 
set  out.  I’m  surprised,  and  a  little  annoyed,  because 
I  have  to  say  it  now.  being  a  reasonably  truthful 
reporter.  But  I  can’t  help  it.  Facts  are  facts. 

It  all  started  down  in  Fort  Worth.  Texas,  along 
about  December  30,  1925.  when  three  vivacious, 
smiling  (don’t  forget  the  smiles)  delegates  from  the 
Lone  Star  State  were  making  a  get-away  for  Cin- 
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cinnati.  Ohio,  to  attend  the  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Mid-West  Edwards  Heirs  Association.  Inc.,  that 
was  held  January  2,  1926.  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  in 
that  city. 

Mrs.  John  F.  Cook.  President,  W.  R.  Edwards. 
Vice-President.  Chas.  E.  Hames,  Treasurer,  all  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Fort  Worth.  Texas.  Council,  comprise  the 
interesting  characters  in  this  little  drama. 

It  was  evening  of  the  day  when  the  train  was 
scheduled  to  pull  into  the  station  at  Fort  Worth 
headed  for  the  good  old  Buckeye  State,  when  Mrs. 
Cook,  only  three  blocks  away,  noticed  her  plight  but 
thought  with  the  aid  of  her  car  parked  in  front,  she 
could  surely  catch  that  train.  Into  the  car,  baggage 
and  all.  flopped  the  President  of  the  Fort  Worth 
Council,  and  stepping  on  the  gas.  zip  went  the  car 
— but.  alas!  she  only  went  a  block  when  all  of  a 
sudden  the  car  went  dead — the  train  pulling  into  the 
station  with  a  screen  of  smoke  settling  all  around 
about  while  the  "stubb’un  car’"  sat  in  the  middle  of 
the  street  emitting  a  screen  of  blue  smoke. 

While  at  the  station  W.  R.  Edwards  and  Chas.  E. 
Hames  crawled  on  to  the  train  betting  against  odds 
she  wouldn't  make  it.  But  they  had  no  more  than 
comfortably  seated  themselves  when  lo  and  behold — 
the  unexpected  happened — in  a  chorus  the  two  men 
yawned  “How’d  you  do  it!”  But  none  found  out 
and  it’s  still  a  secret. 

Bur  when  the  "Last  call  for  dinner  in  the  dining 
car”  was  made  and  they  all  filed  out  to  eat  just  with 
the  same  stride  that  a  President  of  any  body  of  repre¬ 
sentative  people  would  lead  his  guests  to  feed,  and  we 
presume  they  felt  equally  as  important,  one  W.  R. 
Edwards  momentarily  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that  it 
was  "differnt"  from  feedin'  in  a  scrve-yoursclf-line 
where  bread  is  furnished  gratis  ( free-fur-nuthin’ ) 
with  your  order — just  so  they  got  your  order.  ”W. 
R.”  he  sat  restless  waiting  to  start  eating  quite  a 
spell  after  the  others  had  started  when  his  plight  was 
noticed  by  "Cousin  Hames”  who  inquired  why  he 
was  not  eating.  His  answer  was.  "Why.  they  haven’t 
brought  me  my  bread  yet.”  To  which  Hames  re¬ 
plied.  "Well,  you  know  you  have  to  order  and  pay 
for  it  on  a  Pullman  diner." 

Then  the  next  call  was  for  breakfast — "Yes-sum. 
just  in  the  diner  ahead."  spoke  the  porter.  We  all 
enjoy  nice  hot  cakes  for  breakfast  with  delicious 
syrup  over  them — but.  Mr.  Hames  not  being  used 
to  silver  creamers  and  silver  syrup  pitchers  all  at  the 
same  time  with  the  particular  style  of  service  pecu¬ 
liarly  known  to  Pullman  diners,  grabs  the  creamer 
and  empties  its  contents  upon  his  hot  cakes,  where¬ 
upon  "W.  R.”  registers  a  "comeback"  in  "Why  are 
you  not  eating — anything  wrong?” 

That  was  not  all.  though  when  they  all  alighted 
from  the  train  in  Cincinnati  that  eventful  morning, 
whom  did  they  catch  doing  the  same  alighting  stunt’ 
but  John  Henry  Edwards,  of  Collinsville,  Illinois. 

’  My  gracious.”  exclaimed  Mrs.  Cook,  "look  there! 
Cousin  John,  where'd  you  come  from.”  "I  crawled 
into  the  sleeper  in  St.  Louis  late  last  night."  was  the 
prompt  reply. 

I.c5ve  it  to  the  editor — isn't  that  just  another  one 
of  John  Henry’s  silent  ways  of  puttin’  anything  over.

1  shall  not  go  into  the  history  of  this 
matter  because  you  arc  familiar  with  it 
but  will  comment  briefly  on  our  work  for 
the  last  two  months.

F.  W.  Carlisle.  Greenville.  S.  C.  The  Ad¬ 
ministrators  made  and  executed  a  Bond  as 
such  with  the  National  Surety  Company 
of  New  York  as  surety  on  the  bond.

After  my  return  to  Birmingham  since 
Christmas  1  have  been  discussing  with  Mr. 
P.  M.  Carlisle.  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
the  Edwards  Estate  Corporation  at  Bir¬ 
mingham.  Alabama,  and  Mr.  Webb,  our 
Attorney,  and  others,  about  publishing 
the  magazine.  You  know  we  agreed,  in  a 
way,  to  try  to  publish  this  magazine  twice 
a  month.  It  is  our  unanimous  conclusion, 
after  discussing  it  at  Birmingham,  that  for 
the  present,  at  least,  it  may  be  well  not 
to  try  to  publish  the  magazine  more  than 
once  a  month.  If  we  try  to  publish  it 
twice  a  month  this  may  fix  too  much  ex¬ 
pense  on  the  Mid-West  people,  and  our 
co-workers  do  not  desire  this.

Several  years  ago  we  had  a  local 
organization  of  Edwards  heirs  here 
in  Like  county.  Missouri,  and  we  had 
genealogy  of  my  father,  the  late  Nim¬ 
rod  B.  Edwards  and  his  five  or  six 
brothers  traced  back  to  Thomas  Ed¬ 
wards  and  his  two  brothers,  who 
leased  the  New  York  land  in  question. 
These  papers  are  r.ot  just  now  avail¬ 
able  but  probably  will  be  later.  My 
full  name  is  Andrew  Martin  Edwards. 
My  mother  was  a  Miss  Jane  George 
Martin,  born  in  Virginia  Dec.  24,  18.-0. 
My  father’s  full  name  was  Nimrod  B. 
Euwards.  born  in  Virginia  Feb.  10. 
1799.  Quoting  from  an  old  Howards 
family  Bible:  “Nimrod  B.  Edwards 
and  Jar.e  George  Martin  were  married 
the  12th  day  of  November  in  the  year 
of  Our  Lord  1823.”  From  an  old 
memoranda  they  kept  on  their  way 
from  Virginia  to  Pike  county,  Mis¬ 
souri  by  way  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  they 
as  rived  in  Pike  county  in  “prairie 
schooners”  in  1832  and  settled  at 
Aberdeen,  Pike  county.  Later  en¬ 
tered  a  section  of  land  in  Buffalo 
township,  which  land  was  acquired 
from  the  United  States  through  land 
oliice  at  Palmira,  Mo. 

Nimrod  B.  Edwards  died  Sept.  7. 
1864.  Jane  G.  Edwards,  his  wife,  died 
Sept.  17,  1S73/  Eight  children  were 
born  to  this  (/>uple,  only  two  are  liv¬ 
ing  today — my  sister,  Mrs.  Mary  J. 
McElwee.  of  this  city,  the  youngest, 
and  Andrew  Martin  Edwards,  born 
Dec.  7,  1840.  Mrs.  Edwards,  wife  of 
A.  M.  Edwards,  maiden  name  was 
Rosalie  Jane  Emerson,  who  was  born 
Feb.  6,  1843.  We  were  married  in 
Pike  county,  Missouri,  Feb.  5,  1863. 
The  other  six  children  were: 

John  William,  born  in  Virginia,

The  brothers  of  Nimrod  B.  Edwards 
who  came  to  Pike  county,  Missouri, 
somewhere  in  early  1830’s,  were: 
Pleasant,  Booker,  Hiram  G,  Linson 
Fountain-  and  five  sisters.  There  is 
hardly  a  prominent  family  today  in 
Pike  county  r.ot  in  some  way  or  other 
related  to  the  descendants  of  these 
brothers  and  several  sisters  of  Nim¬ 
rod  B.  Edwards.  There  was  another 
family  of  very  fine  Edwards  people 
who  lived  at  Curryville,  Mo.  Three 
or  four  brothers  named  Elisha, 
Thomas  and  George.  They  had  the 
fine  Edwards’  face  and  characteristics, 
but  we  never  knew  our  exact  rela¬ 
tionship.  I  would  like  to  hear  from 
some  of  these  people.  Elisha  lived  at 
Hannibal,  Mo.,  several  years  ago. 
Thomas  and  George  are  dead.  Both 
lived  at  Louisiana,  Mo.  Up  to  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago  some  of  this  family 
lived  at  Los  Angeles,  Cal. 

John  Willi. am  Edwards  often  spoke 
of  the  Edwards  estate  in  New  York 
and  said  we  were  direct  descendants 
of  those  New  York  Edwards  people 
and  that  it  would  be  no  trouble  to 
trace  our  relationship. 


I  note  in  “Edwards  Heirs”  for  Sep¬ 
tember,  1925,  the  article  from  Mrs. 
Bertha  Elizabeth  Cain  of  Denver,  Col. 
The  James  T.  Z.  Eowards  she  men¬ 
tions,  lived  for  many  years  at  Vera, 


Mo.,  (formerly  Watson  station).  He 
lived  on  a  farm  near  Vera  and  mar¬ 
ried  Marinda  Watson.  Both  deceased 
•several  years  ago.  Michael,  their  son, 
and  a  sister,  still  live  on  the  home 
farm;  their  address  is  Vera,  Mo.  They 
are  fine  people.  We  lived  on  farms 
about  a  mile  apart.

I  because  I  have  been  kept  so  very  busy 
]  helping  Edwards’  in  general,  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  Georgia  Association.  I  have 
not  had  a  moment  to  devote  to  con¬ 
necting  our  line  back  of  John  (17.85) 
Edwards.  This  John  Edwards  owned 
considerable  land  in  Putnam  county 
but  I  do  not  know  where  he  came 
from  to  Georgia,  nor  who  his  par-, 
ents  were.  He  had  a  brother,  Robert 
Edw’ards,  who  married  Miss  Elizbeth 
(Eliza)  Roby  of  Georgia,  and  they 
moved  to  Mississippi  about  the  year 
1840.  And  it  seems  that  John  and 
Robert  had  a  brolhei  named  Reuben 
also. 

John  Edw'ards  used  to  make  fre¬ 
quent  trips  to  New'  York  to  buy  sup¬ 
plies.  He  traded  a  great  deal  with 
the  Indians  and  would  accumulate  a 
great  deal  of  gold  and  when  he  would 
visit  New  York  he  was  advised  by 
relatives  in  New  York,  to  buy  up  land 
(w'hich  w’as  cheap  at  that  time),  as 
it  would  some  day  be  valuable.  He 
did  buy  land  there  but  after  his -death 
the  papers  to  this  property  in  New 
York  were  lost  in  some  manner  and 
we  have  never  been  able  to  learn  any¬ 
thing  regarding  his  New  York  prop¬ 
erty.  On  one  of  his  trips  to  New  J 
York  he  bought  two  cook  stoves,  the  j 
first  stoves  to  be  brought  into  Geor¬ 
gia. 

I  have  been  trying  to  learn  some¬ 
thing  of  Robert  Edwards  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Rody’s  family  but  have  only 
been  able  to  get  very  little  informa¬ 
tion  along  that  line.

Dear  Sir: 

I  received  your  letter  in  due  time, 
inquiring  about  the  ‘‘Edwards”  fam¬ 
ily,  and  I  will  inform  you  of  the  fact 
that  my  name  is  Elizabeth  Manning 
Edwards,  aged  ninety-three  years  the 
14th  day  of  April,  1869.  My  father’s 
name  was  Benj.  Edwards,  but  I  do 
not  know  what  his  father’s  name  was. 
I  do  not  know  anything  of.  any 
“Jacob”  Edwards.  My  father’s  sister 
Betsey  Edwards  married  a  man 
named  “Jacob”  Hopkins,  but  I  never 
heard-  of  an  Edwards  married 
“Jacob.”  You  inquire  about  Molly 
Edwards.  She  was  my  sister  and 
married  a  man  named  “Gunsty”  Dy¬ 
son.  I  do  not  know  anything  of  any 
“George”  Dyson — he  and  she  are  both 
dead  and  left  no  heirs — never  had 
any.

If  I  may  be 
allowed  to  judge  of  my  kin,  Beniamin 
wrote  some  /of  the  best  political 
papers  in  defense  of  his  and  his 
brother’s  Texas  enterprises,  I  have 
ever  read.  When  the  “Fredonian  Re¬ 
public”  collapsed  thy  fled  to  Missis¬ 
sippi.  Hayden  returned  to  Nacogdo¬ 
ches.  Texas,  and  died  there;  but  Ben¬ 
jamin  died  somewhere  in  Mississippi 
about  1846.

In  the  first  place  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that  all  my 
just  debts  shall  be  paid  off  out  of  the  debts  and  accounts 
due  to  my  Estate. 

2nd.  I  give  to  my  Grand  Daughters  and  Grandsons, 
children  of  my  son,  Elisha  B.  Edwards,  deceased;  Mary 
!  E.  B.  Edwards,  Martha  M.  Edwards,  Margaret  L.  Ed¬ 
wards  6?  Elisha  B.  U.  Edwards  One  hundred  and  thirty 
acres  of  land,  a  part  of  my-  tract  called  the  “Rich  Grove” 
in  Christian  County.

WORTHWHILE  AMERICANS. 


In  the  January  17,  1925,  issue  of  The  Saturday  Eve¬ 
ning  Post,  Mr.  Lothrop  Stoddard,  under  the  caption, 
"Worthwhile  Americans,”  gives  the  following  history 
which  perhaps  some  of  you  have  read  and  forgotten, 
some  did  not  read  at  all,  and  all  would  enjoy  reading 
again: 

The  Edwards  "Strain  of  Genius 
Let  us  now  consider  some  of  our  admittedly  great 
families — stocks  of  recognized  eminence  from  which  have 
sprung  individuals  who  have  played  so  large  a  share  in 
building  up  our  national  structure  and  in  molding  our 
national  ideals.  Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  showing 
is  that  made  by  the  Edwards  family  of  Massachusetts. 
Headed  by  Jonathan  Edwards,  a  leading  figure  in  early 
colonial  days,  his  descendants  had  by  the  year  1900  come 
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to  number  1394  individuals,  of  whom  1295  were  college 
graduates;  1  3  presidents  of  our  leading  colleges;  6?  col¬ 
lege  professors,  besides  many  principals  of  other  impor¬ 
tant  educational  institutions;  6U  physicians,  many  of  whom 
were  eminent;  100  and  more  clergymen,  missionaries  or 
theological  professors;  75  officers  in  the  army  or  navy; 
60  prominent  authors  and  writers,  by  whom  135  books 
of  merit  were  written  and  published  and  IS  important 
periodicals  edited;  100  and  more  lawyers,  of  whom  one 
was  among  our  most  eminent  professors  of  law;  30  judges; 
SO  held  public  office,  of  whom  one  was  Vice  President  of 
the  United  States;  3  United  States  senators;  several  gov¬ 
ernors,  members  of  Congress,  framers  of  state  constitu¬ 
tions,  mayors  of  cities,  members  of  the  diplomatic  service; 
many  eminent  in  financial  and  industrial  life.  Migrating 
widely  over  the  country,  no  less  than  thirty-three  of  our 
states  have  profited  notably  by  the  activities  of  this  gift¬ 
ed,  healthy,  long-lived  family.  So  far  as  is  known,  not 
a  single  member  of  the  Edwards  stock  was  ever  convicted 
of  crime. 

The  Edwards  family  seems  possessed  of  unusually  varied 
talents.  Most  of  our  leading  stocks  appear  to  be  en¬ 
dowed  with  qualities  of  a  more  specialized  nature.  Let 
us  consider  various  fields  of  accomplishment.  One  of 
the  most  characteristic  American  achievements  is  mechan¬ 
ical  and  inventive  skill,  displayed  most  abundantly  by  the 
New  England  Yankee  stock.  Here  are  two  notable  ex¬ 
amples — the  Fairbanks  and  Pomeroy  families.  James 
Fairbanks  married  Phoebe  Paddock,  whose  two  brothers 
were  ironworkers.  Erastus  Fairbanks,  their  son,  manu¬ 
factured  stoves  and  plows,  while  Thaddeus,  his  brother, 
invented  the  well-known  platform  scales.  Erastus  had 
two  sons,  one  of  whom  possessed  marked  inventive  ability. 
Henry,  the  son  of  Thaddeus,  went  into  the  ministry,  but 
his  love  of  invention  caused  him  to  abandon  that  profes¬ 
sion  and  later  drew  him  into  manufacturing  on  the  family 
lines.  The  Pomeroy  family  displays  mechanical  skill  com¬ 
bined  witlyexecutive  ability — the  power  of  doing  things. 

Eltweed  Pomeroy,  the  founder  of  the  family  in  this 
country,  was  a  master  craftsman  who  was  so  well  recog¬ 
nized  that  the  Province  of  Massachusetts  granted  him  a 
thousand  acres  of  land  on  condition  of  his  establishing  his 
business  of  gunsmith  within  the  colony's  bounds.  In  each 
of  the  seven  generations  that  have  succeeded  him  there 
has  been  at  least  one  member  of  the  family  who  has  fol¬ 
lowed  the  same  trade.  In  this  family  the  power  of  doing 
things  easily  is  frequently  carried  so  far  as  to  exclude  the 
tendency  to  think  about  them.  The  typical  Pomeroy  is 
said  not  to  be  a  good  teacher,  the  reason  being  that  they 
sec  through  a  process  so-  quickly  that  they  lose  sight  of 
the  intermediate  steps  and  are  thus  unable  to  explain 
them  to  others.

He  never  was  empowered 
as  an  attorney  by  Trinity.  He  is  the  fellow  I  had  em¬ 
ployed  when  I  swore  out  the  warrant  for  Ulman’s  arrest 
and  now  since  the  corporation  has.  got  into  the  mix-up 
with  Fonda  and  Good  they  have  sent  out  this  man  Den¬ 
nis  under  another  name  to  hunt  up  evidence  against 
Fonda  and  Good.  Now,  I  have  met  John  N.  Drake  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  about  six  years  ago  at  a  meeting  of  the 
old  Jans  heirs  which  was  called  by  Mrs.  Buys.  This  man 
Drake  claimed  to  be  from  Canada  and  also  claimed  to  be 
a  Jans  heir.
